I  T  has,  you  well  know  5ir,  been  a 
very  common  Opinion,  that  there  is  no¬ 
thing  of  any  Moment  to  be  met  with 
in  the  Writings  of  thefe  Greek  Phyfici- 
ans  that  flourilhtd  after  Galen,  but 
what  has  been  taken  from  the  Works  of 
fbrne  or  other  of  the  Ancients-  This 
Opinion  was  certainly  at  firfir  owing 
either  to  an  XJnaiqiwinta7ice  with  their 
Writings,  or  at  lead:  to  a  carelefs  Perufal 
of  them  ;  where  upon  its  appearing  that 
they  did  now  and  then  tranfcrile  from 
tho^e  great  Originals,  it  was  too  haftily 
concluded  that  they  did  nothing  elfe. 
On  this  Account  they  have  been  branded 
with  the  odious  Charafters  of  mere- 
ColleSlors  or  CompJers,  which  being  firft 
given  them  by  Men  of  Letters,  Man¬ 
kind  have  in  a  great  Meafure  acquies’d 
in  the  judgment  they  form’d,  with¬ 
out  ever  making  any  enquiry  into  the 
Matter  themfelves.  The  reading  of  the 
Jncie7it  Writings  in  our  Profeffion  in  ge¬ 
neral

Tieralp  has  indeed  for  fome  time  paft,  been 
at  a  low  Ebb  ;  and  therefore  it  is  not  fo 
much  to  be  wonder’d  at,  if  fuch  a  fevere 
Cenlare  as  this  pafs’d  withfo  much  po- 
fitivenefs,  and  that  by  Men  of  learning 
too,  fliould  have  almoft  diffuaded  the 
World  fi  'om  ever  looking  intC)  thefe  Au¬ 
thors  in  particular,  that  have  been  thus 
publickly  condemn’d  as  worthlefs  and 
uninftrudive.

The  very  ingenious  M.  Le  Clerr^ 
who,  as  a  good  Judge  tells  us  («), 
“  'has  made  inch  accurate  Searches  into 
tlie  Works  of  the  mote  Ancient  Phy~ 
“  ficians,  that  there  is  fcarce  a  Notion, 
“  a  Diftemper,  a  Medicine,  or  even  the 
“  Name  of  an  Author  to  be  met  with 
“  among  them,  of  which  he  has  not 
given  a  full  and  exact  Account,”  has 
yet  fuffer’d  himfelf  to  entertain  fo  mean 
an  Opinion  of  the  latter  Greek  Writers, 
that  he  has  bellow’d  but  three  Pages  in 
the  Examination  of  four  of  the  princi-

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principal  of  them.  This  can  be  owing,  aS 
I  am  apt  to  fufpeft,  to  nothing  elie  but 
Iiis  not  having  read  them  with  due  At¬ 
tention  ;  for  if  he  had,  it  would  furely- 
have  been  impolTible  that  he  could  have 
made  fuch  Miftakes  in  relation  to  the 
leveral  Ages  in  which  they  flourifhed, 
when,  as  we  fliall  prefently  prove,  he 
might  by  the  foJe  Afliftance  of  their  own 
Writings,  have  fettled  them  fome  CV//- 
turies  nearer  to  the  Truth  than  he  has 
done. 

B  A  R  C  HU S  E  N  again,  anothef 
Thyfical Memorialifl^  trufting  probably  to 
what  former  had  advanced,  feems  to

This  5/r,  or  ftich  like,  is  the  Sen¬ 
tence  which  for  the  moft  Part  has  been 
pafs’d  upon  thefe  latter  Greek  Writers  ^ 
but  what  {ball  we  fay  to  fuch  Affertions^ 
provided  it  can  be  prov’d,  that  their 
very  Revtrfe  holds  true?  ’Tis  granted 
that  they  did  collect  and  tranferibe  a 
great  deal  from  the  Works  of  the  Jn- 
cients^  and  for  that  very  reafon  they

greater  reafon  to  think  and  fpeak  honou¬ 
rably  of  them,  though  it  was  on  no 
other  Score  titan  that  of  their  being  Coin- 
pilers.

Le  Clet'c  has  given  us 
of  them,  is  not  only  very  imperftB  and 
fiferficial,  but  alfo  in  many  Particulars 
inaccurate  and  erroneous  (b).  He  has 
there  made  it  appear  beyond  all  Contra- 
diftion,  that  they  are  lb  far  from  being 
mere  Compilers,  “  that  they  have  de- 
fcribed  Diftempers,  which  were  o- 
“  mitted  before;  taught  a  new  iViethod 
“  of  treating  old  ones  ;  given  an  Ac- 
“  count  of  new  Medicines,  both  fimple 
and  compound  ;  and  made  large  Ad- 
‘‘  diti’ons  in  the  Praftice  of  Surgery 
whicis,  if  they  are  not  to  be  look’d  upon 
as  Improvements,  I  know  not  what  can 
poifibly  deferve  fuch  a  Title.

H  E  tnade  fuch  a  confiderable  Progrels' 
in  his  Studies,  and  was  io  noted  for  his 
Application  to  Letters,  that  he  was 
fcarcely  arrived  to  Years  of  Manhood,

This  does  not  hinder  however,  but  that 
it  might  be  given  him,  as  it  doubtlels 
was,  by  way  ot  Eminence^  it  fignifying, 
in  its  proper  Senfe,  a  Man  addifted  to 
Wijdom.  As  he  grew  up  in  Years,  a 
Defire  of  improving  himfelf  farther  in 
his  Profefiion  encreafed  likewife-  Not 
contenttd’therefore  with  what  Inftruifti- 
ons  he  could  procure  in  his  own  native 
Climate,  but  ambitious  to  prv  into  the 
State  of  PhjiJichy  as  it  flood  in  other 
Countries,  he  travel’d  through  Greece, 
Gaul,  Spain,  and  ieveral  other  Places 
whofe  mention  we  find  up  and  down 
in  his  Works.  Thus,  treating  of  the 
Epilepry,  he  fpeaks  of  a  Remedy  for  it 
which  he  got  in  Tufcany  (r) of  another 
which  he  receiv’d  in  Gaul  (j),  now 
France-,  and  ftiH  of  a  third  which  he 
Earn’d  in  Spain  (t).  Which  Inftances 
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as  they  prove  that  he  did  really  travel 
to  the  feveral  Places  there  mention’d,  fo 
are  they,  at  the  fame  time,  a  Demon« 
ftration  of  his  great  Thirft  aiid  Defire- 
after  Knowledge, 

As  to  the  Time,  Sir,  in  which  this’^ 
excellent  Author  flouriflied,  IJiflorians 
are  not  agreed  about  it;  The  beft  of 
them  indeed,  gwe  but  a  very  imperfect 
Account  of  the  Ages  of  moft  of  the 
Greek  Writers  in  Phyfick  ;  and  are  fo  ' 
carelefi,  as  Dr.  Friend  vVell  obferves 
that  they  are  well  contented  if  they 
come  within  a  hundred,  or  two  hun- 
“  dred  Years  of  their  true  Time”.  No  ^ 
left  a  Man  than  Vander  Linden  is  doubts 
ful  whether  he  liv’d  in  360,  41 3 ,  or  6oa^ 
M.  Le  Clerc  again,  in  the  new  Editioa  ^ 
of  his  Hiftory  of  'Phyfick,  makes  him^ 
promifcuoufly  with  jptins  and  Paulus, 
to  flourifh  in  the  fourth  Century  ;  tho’^ 
there  was,  as  will  prefently  appear, 
a  very  coniiderable  Dillance  between 
them.

t\\Q  latter  makes  mention  of  Tralliam  . 
JEtius horn  at  J  mi  da  in  Mefopota- 
mia^  from  whence  he  had  the  Title  of 
AMIAHNOS*  He  could  not  flourifh 
in  the  fourth  Century,  according  to'M/ 
Le  Cderc,  as  appears  to  any  one  that  has 
but  read  his  Works.  Nay  it  is  plain 
from  them,  that  he  did  not  livre  till  the 
Beginning  of  the or,  at  leaif,  till 
the  ending  of  the  0h  Century  ;  becaufe 
he  mentions  St.  Cvr/7,  Archhifoop  of  Alex- 
amd-ria,  whofe  Death,  'as  Hi  (lory  tells 
us,  happened  as  late  as  the  Middle  of 
the  fifth  Century.  Hence  it  is  evident, 
that  he  muft  live  after  St,  Cjr/7.  But 
what  places  him  yet  later,  is  his  tjuot- 
ing  a  Medicine,  “  prepar’d,  and  much 
“  recommended  by  Petrus  Jrchiater 
(«)  ”,  chief  Phyfician  to  Tbeodoric^

PAUL  U Sy  was  a  Native  of  the 
Ifland  ,  as  is  evident  from  his

own  Prefaccy  in  which  he  invites  the 
Reader,  to  be  acquainted  with  the 
Labours  of  Paulusy  who  had  travell’il 
into  a  great  many  Parts  of  the’World^. 
and  who  was  born  in  JEgina  (yj 
He  cou’d  not  flourifli  neither  in  the 
fourth  Century,  according  to  M.  Le 
Clerc’^s  Calculation,  becaufe  he  is  placed 
by  Abulpharagiusy  the  ArAtaUy  who  is 
allowed  by  all,  to  have  given  the  beft 
Account  of  thofe  Times,  in  the  feventh^ 
And  yet  Paulus  couM  not  live  late  in 
as  is  plain  from  his  own  Writings; 
where,  fpeaking  of  Colljriums  for  a  Fiji- 
ulay  he  mentions  one,  which  he

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mt 

‘‘  came  by  in  Alexandria  (z).  ”  Not 
that  it  appears  from  this,  or  any  other 
Paffage  in  .Paiduds  Works,  that  he 
aftually  ftudied  at  Alexandria^  as  Dr. 
Friend  would  have  it  {a)  ;  but  tliat  he 
was  there  is  paft  all  doubt,  ^  and  indeed, 
whether  he  made  that  the  Place  of  his 
Studies,  or  not,  or  only  travelled  thro’ 
it,  as  he  did  thro’  many  other  Places, 
it  mull:  probably  be  before  that  City  was 
taken  and  plunder’d  by  Aniron^  which 
diappened  no  later  in  the  feventb  Centu- 
;ry  than  the  Year  forty.  For  it  is  not 
likely  .that  Padtis  would  vifit  Alexan¬ 
dria  after  it  had  b.een  fack’d,  and  all  the 
'Libraries  and  other  Monuments  of 
Learning  burnt  by  Order  of  the  Califh. 
And  what  may  ftill  ferve  for  a  farther 
Proof  that  Patdus  could  not  flourifh  late 
in  the  feventh  Century,  is,  that  Ahul- 
j,haragms  places  him.(^>)  fome  time  be¬ 
fore  Oilman  was  made  Caliph,  which 
was  in  the  Year  645,  two  Years  af¬ 
ter  Heracliush  Death:  So  that  he  does 
well  to  make  him  flourifh  fome  time  in

The  t lilies  of  j^tius  snd  F^^uJus  be¬ 
ing  thus  fettled,  it  will  be  no  hard  mat¬ 
ter  to  adjuft  that  of  TrdUmf^  At  the 
latter  End  of  his  12th  Book  lie 'makes 
mention  of  jEtius  ?  for  he  there  quotes 
a  Paflage  concerning  an  or 

inflammatory  Eruption  in  the  Vifeera 
idy\  from  the  Works  of  that  Author. 
Vdtilus  again,  fpeaking.  of  compound 
purging  Medicines,  tranferibes  one  com- 
pofed  of  Rhodomel  from  Alexander 
or  Trallian^  which  is  the  fame  with 
what  we  find  in  Trallian^s  12th  Book 
f/),  as  to  the  Ingredients,  though  it 
differs  a  little  as  to  their  Qiiantity  and 
Dofe*  Paulus  too  quotes  another  Medi» 
pine  from  TralUan^  which  he  calls  Cjfho^ 
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ides  which  implies,  properly,  a 
::kind  of  Sf^ffimefiUim  or  odoriferous  Fu¬ 
migation,  firft  ufed  and  invented  by  the 
Jlgypt^an  Priefts,  though  it  hath  fince 
been  applied  to  any  Aromatical  Compo- 
rfition.  Thus  jEdus  is  mention’d  by 
TrdUafiy  and  Trallian  again  by  FauUis : 
I  have  been  the  more  exaft  in  I’e- 
ferring  to  the  particular  Places,  becauie 
it  hereby  appears,  that  Trallian  muft  be 
plac’d  fomewhere  between  >thefe  two.; 
i.  e-  after  j£tds^  and  before  Faultis. 
Now  jEtius^  as  was  prov’d  above,  flou- 
rifhed  about  the  end  of  the  fifth  Cen- 
;Xinj ;  and  it  is  probable  that  Trallian 
could  not  be  long  after  him,  becaufe  he 
is  mention’d  by  Agathias  the  Hiflorian^ 
who  wrote  no  later  than  in  the  Reign  of 
Jufiiu  ’Junior^  about  the  Year  565, 
TralliafthQu.  muft  have  liv’d  before  this, 
and  yet  in  all  liklyhood,  it  con’d  not 
be  long  before,  becaufe  he  tells  Cofmas^ 
in  the  Place  already  quoted,  that  he  was 
grown  old  atid  incap  alle  of  hearing  Labour 
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or  Fatigue.  From  whence,  I  prefamf^, 
I  fhall  be  pretty  exafil  in  iny  Calcu¬ 
lation,  if  I  place  him  fome  fmall  time

FI  E  N  c  E,  Sir^  we  may  perceive  what 
a  Miftakc  a  modern  Author  (h)  is  gniity 
of,  in  placing  TraiUan  before  Mtius^ 
and  ftill  more  fo,  when  he  puts  TralUan 
in  the  Year  j6o;  near  200  Years  before 
his  true  time!  But  he  might  probably 
have  been  led  into  this  Error  by  relying 
too  much  on  the  Authority  of  one  of 
the  Editors  of  TralUan^  I  mean  Guirh 
teriusj  who  tells  us  in  the  Dedication  of 
his  Edition,  “  that  he  livM  between 
jEtius  and  Fatdus^  and  not  much  after 
the  Reign  of  the  Emperor  Jrdiafi 
(iP  \  which  was  about  560,  precifely 

the 
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ihe  time  which  this  Author  would  have 
him  to  flourifhin.

I T  Is  indeed  flrange,  that  Guinterius^^ 
who  feems  in  other  refpefts  to  be  a  Man 
of  great  Learning,  lliould  fo  far  miftake 
the  Age  of  his  Author :  For  it  is  impo- 
ffible  but  that  he  who  has  left  us  an  EdL^ 
tion  of  his  Works,  muft  know,  that 
Trallian  makes  mention  of  Jacobus 
PJjcreflus^  (for  he  exprefsly  quotes  a 
Medicine  which  was  afcribM  to  him 
(\)^)  who  was  chief  Phyfician  to  Leo 
the  Greats  about  the  Year  474,  fo  that 
by  this  one  means  he  might  evidently 
have  brought  his  Author  down  above  an 
Hundred  Years  later  than  he  has. 

A  s  to  our  Author’s  Stile^  it  is  clear 
and  concife,  but  at  the  fame  time  very 
exprefEve,  the  Greeb,  Language,  as  Dr. 
friend  obierves,  being  fpoken  in  great 
Perfedion  at  Tralles^  where  he  was 

born, 
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born,  becaufe  of  its  Neighbourhood  to 
the  lonians*  Some  few  Words  indeed 
foreign  to  the  Greelz  Language^  have, 
pn  Account  of  his  great  Travels^  crept 
into  his  Text ;  thus  the  Words 
xovS^T't^v^  ccTTiol^v^  are  Lati^  terms 
exprefs’d  in  Greek  Charafters.  How¬ 
ever  this  Mixture,  which  occurs  but 
feldom,  is  very  pardonable,  becaufe  very 
intelligible.  In  other  refpeds  his  Stile 
is  good ;  and  though  not  Rhetorical^ 
yet  ftrong  and  nervous.  All  florid  ways 
of  Expreflion  was  what  he  feems  to  have 
avoided,  ftudying  as  much  as  he  cou’d, 
to  make  ufe  of  the  mofl:  common  and 
perfpicuous  Words,  that  his  Diftion 
might  be  eafy,  even  to  vulgar  Capa™ 
cities  (/)”.  And  in  this  refpeft  he 
certainly  afted  with  Judgment;  for  as 
in  all  Sciejtces^  fo  particularly  in  Phyfick^ 
no  mode  of  Speech  ought  to  be  allow’d 

‘of 
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of,  that  hinders  the  Mind  from  paying 
a  dole  Attention  to  the  Matter  in  hand, 
A  figurative  Phrafe  may  oftentimes  de« 
light  the  Fancy ^  but  then,  I  fear,  it 
feldom  improves  the  Judgment^  whicli 
fee  ms  to  have  been  our  Author’s,  foie  ln« 
tention.  Accordingly  he  never  deviates 
from  the  Subjefl  he  is  upon,  nor  enter¬ 
tains  his  Reader  with  neediefsExcurfionSj, 
not  thinking  it  neceffary  to  fay  alf 
that  might  be  faid,  but  only  what  re- 
lated  to  his  piirpofe  (/;/)”«  In  his 
Quotations  from  Hippocrates^  GaJen^  or 
others,  he  is  very  juft  ;  and  he  never 
mentions  any  Pkyjical  Writer  but  with 
refpefl:,  efpecially  thefe  two,  to  whoni 
he  always  gives  the  Epithets  ofcT{p<yW©- 
and  i.  e>  mod  zv//e^  and  mofi: 

divine.  But  though  he  pays  a  due  De¬ 
ference  to  the  Ancientsj  yet  he  is  fo  far 
From  putting  an  implicit  Faith  in  what 
^hey  have  advanced,  that  he  very  often 
diffents  from  their  Dodrine,  wherever

he  judges  it  to  be  erroneous,  as  will  be 
feen  in  many  future  Parts  of  this  Dif- 
courle.  He  was  a  Man  much  verfed  in 
VraBice^  and  confequently  one  of  great 
Experience.  Whatever  he  fpeaks  of,  is 
generally  in  his  own  Name,  and  from 
his  own  Knowledge,  Inftances  of  which 
we  find  in  almoft  every  Page  of  his 
Works.  He  feldom  recommends  a  Me¬ 
dicine  but  with  great  boldnefs ;  thus, 
fpcaking  concerning  Melicraton^  he 
fays,  “  that  he  thought  it  necelfary  to 
mention  it,  as  having  oftentimes,  du- 
ring  a  long  Courfe  of  Praftice,  expe- 
rienc’d  its  good  EfFefts  Treat¬ 

ing  too  of  an  Antidote  compos’d  of 
Hore-hound^  good  againft  Fthifical  and 
Afihmatical  Diforders,  he  advifes 
it  to  be  ufed  in  thofe  Cafes  with  con- 
^  fideace,  fayshe^  what  I  have 

‘‘  often- 
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“  oftentimes  made  tryal  of  (oy\  And 
furely  he  is  fo  far  from  being  blameable 
for  this,  or  from  deferving  to  be  thought 
a  ftrong  Believer  in  the  Force  of  all  his 
Drugs  (j)\  that  he  ought  to  be  prais’d 
for  being  fbllicitous  for  the  Divulgation 
of  thofe  Remedies  he  had  peribnally 
known  to  be  effectual. 

A  s  our  Author’s  Stile  is  excellent,  lo 
likewife  is  his  Method ;  and  there  is  no 
refpeft  in  which  he  is  more  diftinguiflhed 
from  the  other  Greek  Writers  in  PJyfick^ 
than  in  this.  The  Works  of  Hi^focratesy 
Galen,  and  indeed  all  of  them,  except 
it  hcAretaeus,  are  not  only  very  volumi¬ 
nous,  but  put  together  with  little  or  no 
order,  as  is  evident  enough  to  all  fuch 
as  have  been  converfant  with  them. 


His 
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H  IS'  Works  are  divided  into  twelve 
Books,  in  which  he  treats  of  Diftem- 
persasthey  occur  from  Head  to' Foot-: 
Beginning  with  tliQ  fallirw,  cff'  of  the 
Hair^  &'c»  Head-achyPhreHeH^^^^'^S7f 
Eplepjjy  Falf^'  Melancholy j  then  going- 
on  to  the  Difeafes  of  the  Eyes^  Earsy 
Nofcj  Teeth^  Throaty  Breaflj  Stomachy 
Liver^  Intefiifiesj  IQdMeys^  and  fo  on  ro' 
the  Gotit^  and  the  difl'erent  Kinds  of 
Feversy  vritli  which  he  concludes.  This' 
ishis  general  Method  of  ranging  Difeafes^ 
and  Vi^hich  feveral  Syflematlcal  Writers' 
in  Phyfck  fince  his  Time,  as  Sennertusy 
Rherhis^  &c.  have  thought  fit  to  follow^ 
of  all  other  the  moft  agreeable  to  the 
nature  of  fiich  an  undertaking.  Nor 
is  the  order  again,  which  lie  obferves  in" 
fpeaking  to  each  particular  Diftemper 
by  itfelf  lefsfuitable  to  thedefign  of  a- 
Pracikal  Writer,  Thus,  he  generally 
ufhers  in  a  Difeaie  with  foch  a  Defer  if 
mj  as  is  fufficient  to  raife  a  juft  Idea  of 
it.  In  the  next  Place,  he  ufoally  en^'” 
quires  into  its  Catfcj  laylfig  it  dowui  for’ 
a  Rukj  that  it  is  iiTipoffible  for  any' 
©ne  who  is  ignorant,-  either  of  the' 

Nature^' 
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Nature  or  Caufe  of  a  Difeafe,  ever  to 
effea  the  Ciir^e  of  it  (^j”.  After 
this  he  commonly  proceeds  to  the  Diag^- 
or  Signs  which  teach  us  how  to 
diftinguifh  any  particular  Diftemper 
from  all  others ;  then  to  the  Care^  which 
lie  generally  begins  with  adjufting  the 
Regimen^  telling  us  what  particular  £x- 
ercife  or  Dyet^  as  what  fort  of  Meat, 
Drink j  Breads  Eirdf^  Fi/hj  Fulfe^  Fruity' 
8rc.  fhould  be  made  choice  of  or  avoid¬ 
ed  :  And  at  laft,  to  the  Ufe  of  Medicines^ 
which  is  the  main  End  and  Scope  of 
Phyjick^  always  preferibing  firft  fuch  as 
are  Simple^  and  then  thofe  that  are  more 
'CorApotmd. 

But  before  I  clofe  this  Subjefl  of  our 
Author’s  Method^  it  may  not  be  impro¬ 
per  to  take  notice  of  a  Corijefture  which 
the  late  learned  Dr.  Friend  has  advanced^ 
about  the  order  in  which  his  twelve 
Books  ought  to  be  plac’d.  He  feems, 

in' 
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in  his  Hiflory  of  Phyfickj  to  be  of  OpU 
nion,  that  what  is  now  the  12th  Book^' 
ought  to  be  the  firii  ;  for,  fpeaking  of 
'  his  1 2th  Book,  he  fays,  that  whoever 
reads  it  may  be  convinc’d,  that  h 
ought  to  be  plac’d  before  the  other 
eleven ;  efpecially  when  he  himfelf 
fays,  at  the  latter  End  of  the  Eleventh 
that  there  he  flaall  conclude  this  Work 
(r/"-  TraUi(^n  indeed,  does  there  fay, 
that  having  prefcrib’d  the  Method  of 
Cure,  BV,  proper  to  be  obferv’d  for 
Gouty  Perfons,  he  will  put  an  end  to 
that  Book  (j)”.  But  with  due  Sub. 
rniffion  to  better  Judgment,  I  cannot 
be  of  Opinion,  that  the  Word  /S/SAo)  in 
this  Place,  can  fairly  be  fuppos’d  tO' 
to  have  any  relation  to  the  Work  in  ge^ 
neraly  confifting  of  12  Books,  as  D%\ 
Friend  has  turn’d  it,  but  rather  to  that 
particular  Book,  the  Eleventh^  which 
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Bur  Author  had  then  before  him,  an^ 
which  he  therefore  thought  it  time  to 
conclude,  becaufe  he  had  fufficlently 
exhaufted  Jiis  Subjea.  Befidesy  if  the 
twelfth  Book,  which  treats  of  nothing 
but  Fevers,  were  to  be  plac’d  before  the 
othei  Eleven,  it  would  break  in  upon 
bur  Author’s  general  Method,  which  is 
that  of  ranging  Diftempers  as  they  lie 
fiom  Head  to  Foot^  as  appears  not  only 
from  the  order  his  Books  have  hitherto 
been  plac  d  in,  but'  like  wile  from  the 
Copy\yh\ch  his  Tranflator  Torinus  follow¬ 
ed,  in  which  he  tells  us,  Tr  alii  an  had 
clals  d  Bis  Dilcales, 

sii  TToSus,  and  wdiich  he  accordingly 
lias  turn  d,  ah  hominis  coronide  ad  imum 
nf(yue  calc  emeu  fYi*  Add  to  this,  that*  in 
the  Froem  to  Torimish  Copy,  TralUan 
himfelf  exprefsly  fays^  that  he  will 
treat  of  Dileales  through  all  Parts  of 
the  human  Body,  from  the  Crown  of 
the  Head  to  the  Sole  of  the  Foot  0y\

**  now  fet  about  the fecond,  which  fhou  d*

Omitting  then  what  he  fays  of 
the  external  Difeafes  of  the  Head^  as  the 
Alopecia^  Porrigo^  &c.  as  not  contaim 
ing  any  thing  very  remarkable^  I  fhail 
begin  \v\ih  xXvc  Cephalngia  or  Head^^ach 
Here  he  makes  a  very  judicious 
Enquiry  •into  the  different  Caufes  that 
excite  this  Diftemper,  as  qxcqSivq  Heat ^ 
a  hot  or  cold  Habit  of  Body,  a  foul  or 
diftemper’d  Sto?nach^  violent  Fevers^  too 
plentiful  an  Ufe  of  IVinet  or  Falls  and 
Blozvs  ;  jultly  being  of  Opinion,  that  as 
it  is  not  produced  by  one,  but  by  differ¬ 
ent  Means,  fo  ie  ought  to  be  cured  by 
different  Methods,  adapted  to  that  par¬ 
ticular  Caufe  which  prevails  moft-  Ific 
be  accompanied  with  Watchings,  he  re- 

C  2\  com- 
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commends  Ofiates ;  a  Procedure  higlilf 
rational,  and  ftill  obferved  by  the  bed  of 
our  modern  Vra^it toners.  If  it  be  cau- 
fed  by  a  fever he  advifes  us  to  have  re¬ 
gard  to  the  original  Difeafe,  and  to  en¬ 
deavour  to  fubdue  that  firft.  If  it  arifes 
from  a  fall  or  Blow^  he  thinks  it  ‘‘  dari* 
gerous,  on  account  of  a  more  than  or- 
dinarv  flux  of  Humours  to  the  Part 
(z)  If  the  Inflammation  in  this 
Cafe  reach  no  farther  than  the  ferkra- 
nturn^  he  pronounces  it  eafy  of  cure,  but 
if  it  happens  on  the  contrary,  to  pene¬ 
trate  deeper,  and  afFe£t  the  Meninges^  or 
Membranes  which  enclofe  thQBratnj  the 
Danger  is  great;  for,  as  he  juftly  ob- 
ferves,  ConvnJfions  znd' Deltriams  gene¬ 
rally  follow,  fo  as  to  threaten  fudden 
Death.  In  order  to  prevent  the  Increafe 
of  the  Tnflamniation,  he  judicioufly  be¬ 
gins  the  Cure  with  Bleeding,  “  becaufe 
it  caufes  a  Revtdfion,  and  lelTens  the 
flux  of  Humours  to  the  Part  affefied 
(<?)”.  A  Reafon  founded  an  the  niceft

good  a  one  as  can  poffibly  be  affigned. 
After  proper  Evacuations,  he  recom¬ 
mends  Topical  Applications,  and  gives 
,iis  an  excellent  Caution  to  keep  the  Part 
very  warm,  and  to  take  care  that  the 
Head^  (which  he  ca.llsnvp6ov  or  the 
.Origin  of  the  Nervesj')  be  not  affecEled 
with  Gold.  He  prohibits  his  Patient 
the  Ufe  of  IVine  and  Fle/hj  and  orders  a 
thin  and  fpare  Diet,  efpecially  if  the 
Fever  be  violent.  A  Praftice  which  ar¬ 
gues  him  to  have  been  well  vers’d  in  his 
Profeffion. 

H  E  is  very  exaft  in  the  Defcription 
of  the  Phrenitis  or  Phrenfy  (h)^  which 
arifes,  he  lays,  from  a  Diforder  in  the 
Fy  ain^  and  not,  as  fome  imagine,  from 
an  Inflammation  of  the  Diaphragm.

the  Thorax^  that  the  Lungs  may  have 
room  for  the  Reception  of  the  Air ;  and 
to  afcend  again  in  Expiration-^  (that  by 
leffening  the  Cavity  of  the  Cbefl^  it  may 
comprefs  the  Lungs  for  the  Expulfion  of 
it.  When  it  is  inftanEd  th^n,  ordifea- 
fed,  it  is  impoffible  it  fliould  perforni 
thefe  alternate  Aftiops  of  Co7itraclion 
and  Ps^elaxatton^  as,  in  a  nafrural  State^ 
it  ouglit  to  do  ;  on  which  account  Ref- 
piration  niuft  be  aiTefted,  or  in  other 
Words,  the  Breath  muft  be  (loort  and 
interrupted.  This  I  mention  tlie  rather, 
becaufe  it  fiiews  our  Author's  Infight 
into  Jnatonnn  and  the  Ufe  of  the  Parts, 
If  the  Patient  be  ftrong,  aiid  nothing 
forbid  it,  he  orders  Bleeding  as  t!ie  firft

:and  principal  Help.  But  if  he  fliould  be 
againli  the  Operation,  and. unwilling  to 
have  a  opened  in  the  Jrmj  he  then 
advifes  it  to  be  perform’d  in  the  Fe^ia 
vecla  of  the  Forehead'^  giving  at  the  fame 
time  a  proper  Direflioa  to  call:  a  Liga» 
ture  round  the  Neck^  to  make  the  Fern 
fwell.  .In  cafe  of  IVatchm^s  and  DelirF 
he  orders  Narcoticks^  as  Diacodium.^ 
but  not  without  very  good  Cautions  ; 
particularly  not  to  give  it  in  a  FaJfe  or 
Bdj^ard  Pbren/y^  or  when  the  Patient!s 
Strength  is  much  diminiflied  ;  for  then^ 
he  fays,  it  will  do  more  Hurt  than 
Good.  If  Convulfwns  Qomc  on^  he  ad¬ 
vifes  the  chapig^  fomejtthig  and  tying  of 
the  Extremities,  as  likewife  CnppJng,  by 
way  of  Revtdfion  :  If  a  Caros  or  Sopor ^ 
he  preferibes  what  may  rouze  the  Pa¬ 
tient  from  his  Drowfinefs,  as  Fridiions 
and  Sternutatories.  He  allows  of  IVine 
too,  but  under  very  proper  Reftriftions ; 
us  when  the  Strength  is  much  impaired, 
.when  there  is  little  or  no  Fever,  when 
the  Urine  begins  to  let  fall  a  Sedime?it, 
or  when  the  Patient  has  been  addifted 
to  it  in  a  State  of  Health.  Whence  it  is 
apparent,  that  he  writes  like  one  whb 
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had  no  fiperficial  Acquaintance  with  the, 
Jrt  of  Healing, 

In  a  Lethargy  he  advifes  us,  firft 
to  confider  the  Strength,  Age  and  Con- 
ftitution  of  the  Difeafed,  and  then,  if 
nothing  contraindicate  it,  tq  begin  the 
Cure  with  taking  away  a  fufficient 
Quantity  of  Blood,  If  it  fhould  not 
.  give  way  to  this,  hp  recomniends  Ster- 
mtatoriesj  as  Euphorlimi^  and  orders 
the  Legs  to  be  chafed  and  covet’d  with  a 
Cataplafm  of  Squills^  bruis’d  and  mix’d 
Vinegar ■)  with  a  View,  no  doubt, 
of  raifing  a  Blijler,  If  the  Difeafe  fliould 
ftill  continue  inveterate,  he  orders  the 
Hair  to  be  fhav’d  off,  and  the  Head  tq 
be  anointed  with  fuch  Medicines  as 
%)ellicate  and  JliniuJate  the  Shin  ;  a  Prac¬ 
tice  analcigous  to  that  of  covering  the 
Head  with  a  Veficatory^  which  is  what 
the  Moderns  make  ufe  of  He  fpeaks 
much  in  praife  of  'Caflorj  and  fays  that 
he  k  new  feveral  who  had  efcap’d  the 
jaws  of  Death  by  the  ufe  of  it.  He  or- 
ders  it  '  to  be  taken  with  Scammonj-^ 

’  '  ■  ‘  ‘  ‘  ■  I  •  11  ' 
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which  is  worth  our  Obfervation  ;  for  it 
would  not  perhaps  be  improper,  if 
Cephalicks  were  to  be  mixed  with  the 
purgatives  ufually  given  in  this  cafe. 

In  an  E0epfy  fe),  if  it  happens  tp 
gn  Infant,  he  gives  us  a  deal  of  Ad¬ 
vice  how  to  manage  the  Nurfe,  lb 
that  her  ?4i!k  may  be  kind  and  good. 
He  prohibits  her  the  Ufe  of  fuch  things 
as  are  acrimonious,  “  becaufe,  fays  he, 
“  they  open  the  Uterine  Vefleis  too 
‘‘  much,  and  caufe  too  great  a  Difcharge 
“  of  the  MenCirual  Evacuations,  than 
“  which  nothing  can  be  more  prejudi- 
“  cial”.  The  Reafon  he  affigns  for  this, 
is  a  very  iufi,  and  indeed  a  very  furprifng 
one,  confidering  the  Age  he  wrote  in, 
viz'.  “  That  the  (Quantity  of  the  Miljj 
muft  neceflariiy  be  leffen’d,  in  pro- 
‘‘  portion  to  the  Lofs  the  Blood  fuftains 
“  by  Purging  (ff\  Which  amounts 

to 
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.to  the  fame  as  though  he  had  told  us^ 
that  the  Encreafe  of  one  Evacuation^  is 
always  the  Decreafe  of  another  ;  a  Maxim 
which  has  fmce  been  eftablifhed  by  the 
Statical  Experiments  of  Sanciorius^  and 
one  which  whoever  is  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted  with,  cannot  fail  of  being  let 
into  fome  of  the  moft  important  Secrets 
in  the  Art  of  Phyfick^  If  the  Age  of  the 
Infant  will. permit  it,  he  orders  a  gentle 
Purgative,  but  to  Adults,  thofe  of  a 
ftronger  Nature  ;  particularly  a  fort  of 
Pill  compos’d  by  himfelf,  which  confifts 
of  Jloes^  Scammon.  Collocjnth*  and  Gum. 
Bdell.  in  equal  Quantities.  From  Pur- 
'  proceeds  to  Vomitings  and  fo  on 

to  Bliferingy  which  he  raifes  with  the 
Herb  Lepdium ;  and  I  appeal  to  you, 
S  i  R,  who  have  been  long  and  fuccefs- 
fully  converlant  in  Prafliice,  whether 
luch  a  Method  be  not  ^.very  ratio?ial^ 

In  a  Palfy  (g)^  if  it  happens  to  any 
part  of  the  Head^  as  the  Eyes^  Nofe  or 
Tongue^  the  Seat  of  it,  he  fays,  is  in  the 

Brain  ^ 
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Bram  ;  but  if  thofe  parts  on  the  Con¬ 
trary  remain  unhurt^  it  is  then  in  the 
Medulla  Spinalis^  or  fome  Nerve  which 
proceeds  from  thence.  He  begins  the 
Cure  with  moderate  Bleedings  (  for  he 
will  not  allow  of  a  large  Quantity  to  be 
taken  away,  even  in  cafe^  of  a  Pleni* 
tilde  \')  and  then,  having  firft  recom¬ 
mended  Jpophlegmatifms^  CJjafingSy  &c. 
lie  p’^oceeds  to  Purgings  where  he  parti¬ 
cularly  recommends  a  fort  of  Hiera  of 
his  own  compofing,  which  he  fays  is 
both  fafe  and  excellent.  .  It  confifts  of 
Jloes,  Jgarzc.  Polypod,  Pip.  Long.  Pip. 
Alh.  Pip^  Nig.  Lignum  Caffiae.  Opopozz. 
Croc.  Sagapen.  Cajloreufn.  Scammon.  Rad. 
Arijiolovh.  &c.  in  proportionate  Quan¬ 
tities.  He  gives  it  either  in  Powder, 
or  mix\i  up  with  Honey,  but  leaves  a 
Caution,  not  to  add  to  the  Quantity  of 
Scammony^  which  would  but  fpoil  the 
Medicine;  for  it  is  not  his  Intention, 
he  fays,  that  it  fhould  pafs  off  imme- 
diately  through  the  Bowels,  but  re- 
main  in  the  Body,  and  be  diftributed 
to  the  remoteft  Parts  of  it ;  that  it 
may  there  attenuate  and  alter  the 
ff  pimds^  diktQ  thePaifageSjanddiflodge 
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tile  Obftrudions  in  the  Nerves^  that 
the  Spirits  which  move  through  them 
may  be  pure  and  unmix’d”-  This  is  an 
Obfervation  of  great  moment  in  Vractke^ 
and  it  would  be  eafy  to  fhew,  wou’d  my 
defigned  Brevity  permit  me,  what  ex¬ 
cellent  good  Senfe  there  is  in  it,  and  as 
Dr.  Friend  well  obferves  (h)^  of  how 
extenfive  an  ufe  the  RefleSlion  he  here 
makes,  may  be  to  us,  in  regard  to 
flow  Purges  in  fome  Chronical  Difl:en> 
pers”,  Jf  it  happens  to  feize  the  Lips 
ot  Mufctes  0^  thQ  Face ^  he  recommends 
Bleeding  in  the  Sublingual  Vejns  parti« 
cuiarly  \  and  if  it  afFeft s  the  Mufculus  or 
Sphinbier  Ani^  he  cures  it  chiefly  by  the 
Infefjio^  which  is  fitting  up  to  the  Navel 
in  a  medicated  Liquor,  and  by  Svffitus 
or  Fumigation^  for  which  he  orders  the 
Lapis  to  be  heated  and  fprinkled 

with  Wine^  the  Patient  receiving  the 
Vapour  through  a  Funnel ^  or  fome  fucli 
contrivance :  which  is  without  doubt  a 
very  rational  way  of  proceeding,  and 
one  that  will  do  more  fervice  in  fuch  a 

Cafe, 
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Cafe,  than  all  ths  Medicines  in  the  Worl4 
given  inwardly. 

In  the  Defcription  of  Melancholly 
(/)j  he  is  excellent,  painting  out  the  dif- 
ferent  Kinds  of  it  in  a  very  beautiful 
Manner,  and  giving  us  feveral  lively 
inilances  of  the  Depravity  of  the  rational' 
Faculties  under  this  Diftemper.  Thus,' 
fome  he  tells  us,  fancy  themfelves  tranC 
form’d  into  Earthen-Feffels^  others  into 
Cocks,  endeavouring  at  the  fame  time  to 
imitate  their  Crowing.  Some  again 
imagine  that  they  fuftain  the  Heavens 
on  their  .Shoulders,  like  Jtlas,  and  are 
afraid  every  moment  of  their  falling 
and  erulhing  tliera  to  Fieces.  He  law  a. 
Woman  he  fays,  who  always  kept  her 
middle  Finger  bent,  fancying  Ihe  held 
the  whole  World  in  it ;;  on  which  Ae.- 
OQUBt  flje  made  fed  Lamentations,  fear* 
ing  that  whenever  :fhe  fliould  open  or 
sjnbend  it,  the  World  would  fall  down, 
.and  a:ll  things  be  deltroyed.  He  would 
bave  us  to  enquire  particularly  whether 

if 
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it  does  not  owe  its  rife  to  G^'ief,  Cdre^ 
or  fome  other  PijiTion  of  tfis 
Mind,  and  if  it  does,  to  humour  the  Pa¬ 
tient  as  much  as  poffible ;  which  is  an 
Argument  of  his  good  Senfe  and  Judg¬ 
ment*  For  there  is  Inch  an  inieparjble 
Connexion  between  the  Mind  and  Body^ 
(  though  no  Rea/on  or  Philofof/hy  can  ex¬ 
plain  to  us  the  Manner  of  their  aiding 
.upon  each  other,)  that  it  is  impoffible 
the  latter  fliould  enjoy  Ea!e  and  Tran-< 
quillity,  while  the  former  is  any  ways 
out  of  order.  'Wherefore  he  takes  great 
,care  to  pleafe  and  amufe  the  one.  with 
what  may  be  agreeable  to  if,  as  well  as 
to  reftify  the  diforder  in  the  other ^  with 
proper  Medicines  ;  giving  us  feveral  no¬ 
table  Inftancesof  the  gfeat  Power  and 
Influence  the  Imagination  has  over  the' 
Confutation.  Thus  he  tells  us  of  one 
Philotimffs^  a  Phypcian^  who  cur’d  a- 
Man  that  fancied  himfelf  beheaded  for  a 
Tyrant^  by  clapping  a  great  leaden  Cap 
fuddenly  on  his  Head^  which  making 
him  fenfible  of  a  new  Weight  there,  in-^ 
duced  him  to  believe  he  had  regain’d  his 
Heady  and  fo  recover’d  him  from  his 
Pifordeiv  The  fame  Philotimm  too,  ho 

feys, 
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fays,  cur’d  a  Woman  who  immagin’d 
flhe  had  fwallow’d  a  Serpent^  by  a  like 
Stratagem.  He  firft  gave  her  a  Vomits 
and  then  fecretly  conveyed  into  the 
Liquid  Ihe  had  ejeded,  a  little  Bea[}^  as 
like  as  he  could  procure  it,  to  that  Ihe 
had  form’d  in  her  Immaginacion,  and 
given  him  a  Defcription  of,  which  when 
file  faw,  fhe  concluded  it  was  cafl:  out 
of  her  own  Body,  and  fo  grew  well ; 
rejoicing  much  that  file  was  rid  of  fo 
troiiblefome  a  Gueft.  He  inftances  again^ 
another  Cafe,  in  which  this  Diforder 
was  occafion’d  by  immoderate  Griefs 
'and  cur’d  by  its  oppofite  Paffion,  Joy, 
It  was  of  a  Woman  who  went  Melan- 
cholly  on  account  of  her  Husband’s  long 
Abfence  from  her,  but  who,  returning 
home,  and  giving  her  no  Notice  of  his 
approach,  enter’d  of  a  Sudden  into  the 
Eocni  wdiere  flie  was,  and  prefcnted 
Iiimfelf  to  her;  who,  beholding  him  at 
a  Time  when  he  was  fo  little  expefted, 
was  fo  overwheim’d  with  Joj^  that  flhe 
recover’d  her  former  Health  and  Reafon^ 
without  any  other  Affiftance.  He  ex¬ 
horts  os  of  al!  things  to  take  the  Difeale 
in  time,  left  it  grow  inveterate  and  de« 
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generate  into  Modnefs^  which,  as.h^ 
wifely  obferves,  “  is  nothing  more  than 
“  an  encreas’d  or  heighten’d  Mdancholly 
QT-  In  cafe  of  a  Flenitnde^  or  flip- 
preffion  of  any  ufual  Evacuation,  as  th'e 
Haemorrhoides  in  Men  j  and  the  Menfes  in 
Women,  he  begins  the  Cure  with  Bleed¬ 
ings  and  if  the  Patient  be  robuft,  ardvifes 
as  much  Blood  as  is  neceffary  to  be  taken 
away  at  one  Operation.  But  if  his 
Strength  will  not  permit  it/  he  then  or¬ 
ders  it  to  be  repeated  twice  or  thrice,'  of 
oftner,  and  a  little  to  be  drawn  of  at  a 
time,  till  there  is  as  much  loft  as  is  fe- 
quifite.  If  a  Vein  cannot  be  open’d  in 
the  Arm,  he  would  have  one  attempted 
in  the  Ham,  and  Parts  about  the  Anile, 
efpecially  in  Women,  becaufe,  he  fays, 
it  brings  down  the  Menfes  :•  But  adds. 
That  aS  to  the  Difeafe  kfelf,  it  does 
“  not  much  matter  from  what  particular 
“  Part  the  Blood  be  taken  away,  fince 
“  the  wliole  Body  is  evacuated  by  it, 

“  ac- 
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“  according  to  the  Saying  of  the  divine 
‘  Hippocrates  (/),  conjluxio  una,  confpi- 
ratio  una^  otnnia  confejitientia 
Which  fhews  that  our  Author  was  a 
Man  of  a  found  Underftanding,  and'no 
ways  addifted  to  thofe  fuperftitious 
Rules  of  opening  this  or  that  Vein  in 
particular  Cafes,  whicli  fcveral  of  the 
Ancients^  and  fome  even  among  the  Me- 
derns,  have  been  fo  very  fond  of.  From 
l^leedi?t^  he  pioceeds  to  Purp^r/ir^  and 
Ciders  the  more  cooiisi^  fort,  efpecially  if 
the  Patient  be  of  a  Bilious  Conftituti- 
on;  for  thofe  who  make  ufe  of  the  hotter, 
fuch  as  Hie'ra,  he  fays,  do  but  encreafe 
the  Difeafe.  He  has  a  great  Opinion  of 
Bathing,  and  find's  fault  with  the  An¬ 
cients  for  being  too  forward  in  applying 
Cupping-glajlfes  and  Leeches  to  the  Head, 
which;  in  his  Opinion,  ought  not  to  be 
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done  till  the  diftemper  is  grown  to  fucfr 
a  Heigth,  as  not  to  yield  to  a  milder 
,  Methods'  He  dilTents  too  from  them  in 
ordering  the  VeratTum  Alhutn^  or  lVhite~ 
Hellehore^  when  other  Purges  have  pro¬ 
ved'  ineffeflual ;  preferring  the 
Jrmeniacus  in  tliis  cafe,  which  he  has 
found,  lie  fays,  by  Experience,  to  operate 
not  only  more  efFe£tualIy,  but  likewife 
with  more  lafety  than  the  otheiv  This 
confirms,  as  ’Dr.  Vriend  has  well  obfer- 
ved  fa),  what  the  Hiftory  of  thofe 
times  informs  us  of,That  this  Medicine,,, 
had  in  fuch  great  repute  among  the  An¬ 
cients,  was  utterly  difufed  till  Afclepodo- 
tus,  a  Man  well  vers’d  in  Phyjick  and’ 
Mathematicks,  reviv’d  it  about  the  fjth 
Century.  And  we  fee  that  Trallian,, 
who,  as  we  have  prov’d  liv’d  near  ffty 
Years  after  that  time,  was  not  very  well 
reconciled  to  the  Praftice  of  it.  He  not 
only  purges  with  the  Armenian  Stone,  as- 
before  mentioned,  but  vomits  with  it 
too.  This  done,  having  firft  put  his 
Patient  under  a  proper  Diet,  he  orders 

that 
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.  that  he  fhould  now  and  then  change  his 
and  place  of  Abode,  that  he  Ihould 
converfe  with  his  intimate  Friends  and 
Acquaintance,  and  in  fhort  be  indulged 
in  whatever  is  pleafant  or  agreeable  to 
'  him.  And  here  Fll  leave  you,  Sik, 
who  are  a  fufficient  judge,  to  determine, 
whether  Bleedings  Purgings  Vomitings 
Bathing  and  Amufements^  be  not  the  rnoft 
principal  Intentions  of  Curcj  the  Phyfi^ 
dans  of  any,  nay  even  of  the  prefent 
Age,  have  ever  made  ufe  of  in  this  Di- 
ftemper  ? 

H I  s  Book  on  the  Difeafes  of  the 
'Eyes  (y))^  is  chiefly  a  Col!e£l:ion  of  Re¬ 
ceipts  ;  but  fuch  as  feem  to  be  well  adap** 
ted  to  the  feveral  Di (orders  for  which  he 
recommends  them.  He  advifes  us  how¬ 
ever,  not  to  truft  too  much  to  Collyriuyns 
and  other  external  Applications,  but  to 
make  ufe  at  the  fame  time  of  Bleedinf.

Purging,  and  fuch  proper  Evacuations, 
And  whoever  will  but  confult  the  learn* 
ed  Dr.  Pitcairn^s  The  or  i  a  Morhorum 
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OcuU  if),  in  which  he  proves,  that  they 
arife  from  a  fault  in  the  Retina,  and  not 
in  the  Aqueous  or  any  other  Humour, 
will  foon  be  convinc’d  how  very  confen- 
taneous  fuch  a  Praftice  is,  even  to  the 
belt  of  our  modern  Difcoveries,  If  they 
are  affe£ted  with  an  Anthr ox,  or  a  fmall 
red  Swelling  with  great  Pain  and  In¬ 
flammation,  he  advifes  Bleeding,  Bathing, 
Sec.  and  takes  occafion  to  give  us  his 
Opinion  of- the  EfFeOis  produc’d  upon 
our  Bodies  by  Heat  and  Cold,  which  is 
well  worth  Notice.  “  Cold,  fays  hcj 
“  by  contraGing  the  Surface  or  Skin, 
“  and  retaining  thofe  Superfluities  which 
“  ihould  be  evacuated,  is  the  caufe  of  a 
great  many  Diforders ;  while  Heat  by 
“  its  ratifying  quality  is  very  apt  to  oc- 
“  cafioa  fluxions  in  particular  (yj”. 

He 
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He  cautions  us  too  in  the  fame  Place, 
“  not  to  anoint  the  Patient’s  Head  with 
“  O//5  (  a  Cuftom  much  in  .Vogue  among 
“  the  Ancients,')  becaufe,  fays  he,  it 
“  flops  up  the  Pores,  hinders  Perfpira- 
“  tion,  and  fo  endangers  a  Defluxion 
“  ( rj”.  I  might  here  eaflly  enlarge  on 
the  admirable  Phylojophy  contain’d  in 
thele  Oblervations,  but  that  rny  defign 
permits  me  only  to  deliver  plain  mat¬ 
ter  of  Faft,  and  not  a  rationale  on 
every  remarkable  thing  that  may  occur. 
Thofe  that  have  a  mind  to  fee  more  par¬ 
ticularly  how  very  extraordinary  this 
Doftrine  is,  and  what  a  train  of  Mif- 
chief  arifes  only  from  an  obftrufted 
Perfpiration,  may  confult  the  excellent 
SanSlorius'^s  Medichta  Static  a,

'Auditorius  (s),  or  any  other  internal

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part  of  the  theic  is  danger ^  he 

fays  of  the  neighbouring'Parts,  efpecialiy 
of  the  Braini  which  is  fometimes  aife£l:" 
ed  in  this  cafe,  by  Confent.  Now  a 
Difeafe  is  faid  to  arife  by  Confent,  when 
any  jDifbrder  in  one  pait  is  tianfinitted 
to  another,  at  a  diftance  from  it,  by 
means  of  thofe  Nervous  Threads  and 
Fibres  which  are  common  to  both,  and 
which  are  bv  ^neitotni (Is  obierv  d  to 
communicate  with  each  other  in  all  parts 
of  the  Body.  Thus  in  a  Fit  of  the 
Stone,  the  Vellication  of  the  Fibre's  of 
the  Bladder,  affeds  the  Coats  of  the 
Bowells  and  Stomach,  by  the  Mediation 
of  thofe  Nervous  Filaments  w'hich  pafs 
from  one  to  the  other,  foas  to  caufe  that 
Senfation  which  fo  nearly  refembles  the 
Col'icl ;  as  likewife  thofe  violent  Vomi¬ 
tings  which  are  oftentimes  experienced 
in  Nephritick  Cafes.  Hence  too  arifes 
"that  trembling,  Convulfve  Motion  of 
the  Lips  that  happens  in  Vomiting  ;  for 
it  is  obferv'd  by  Anatomifis,  that  the 
Membrane  which  lines  the  Cavity  of  the 
Gtdkti  is  extended  to  the  left  Orifice  of 

the 
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ithe  Stomachy  as  likewife  to  the  Coat 
which  covers  the  Mouth  and  Lips  ;  fo 
that  the  Lower  part  of  it  being  ftimula- 
ted  by  the  Particles  of  the  Vomitory^  the 
Upper  will  in  like  Manner  be'affe6te-d  and 
drawn  into  Confent>  And  thus  in  the 
prefent  Caft,  an  Iniammation  in  the 
Meatus  Auditorius^  may  affe£t  the  Brain^ 
by  means  of  the  Auditory  Nerve^  and 
fo  occafion  Convul(ions^  Deliriums^  and 
many  other  Dilbrders.  But  to  return  ; 
if  the  Matter  be  long  before  it  tends  to 
Suppuration^  there  is  fear,  he  fays,  of  its 
being  tranflated  to  fome  more  principal 
Part  5  but  when  once  it  begins  to  turn 
Into  Fus^  he  juftly  pronounces  the  Pa¬ 
tient  to  be  in  a  fair  way  of  Recovery^ 
If  the  Pain  be  great,  he  recommends  the 
Ufe  of  CaJIor  and  Opium  mixed  up  in 
ec^ual  Quantities,  and  dropt  wartu  into 
the  Ear  ;  and  its  well  worthy  Obfervati- 
on,  that  he  lays  it  down  for  a  general 
Rule,  that  no  Cold  Medicine  ought  to 
be  applied  to  the  Ear,  but  that  it 
muft  be  moderately  heated^  efpecially 
if  the  Diforder  be  fupposM  to  arife 
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hom  d.n  Oljlrt'ciion  (tf\  I  need  not 
here  fliew  how  very  rational  this  Cau¬ 
tion  is,  becaufe  we  know  by  Experience, 
that  O/Vaas  upon  our  Body  by 
tya^ing  and  cornigating  the  Filres  of 
thole  Parts  to  which  it  is  applied,  fo 
that  if  thofe  Parts  happen  to  hQolftrnB- 
ed^  the  impaaed  Matter  will  be  lock’d 
in  the  firmer,  or  in  other  Words,  the 
Diforder  will  be  encreas’d.  He  advifes 
that  the  Opium  made  choice  of  be  old^  in 
order  to  avoid  its  caufing  a  FoTpoT^  or 
lofs  of  Senfation  ;  for  he  knew  one,  he 
lays,  who  by  the  foie  ufe  of  it  depriv  d 
his  Patient  both  pf  his  Speech  and  Serifes^ 
to  that  degree,  that  they  could  never 
afterwards  be  reftored,» 

When  any  thing  happens  to  fall 
into  the  Ear  (u)^  he  mentions  feveral 

ingenious 
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ingenious  ways  of  getting  it  out  again  ; 
as  by  a  pair  of  Forceps^  by  fucking  at 
the  Ear  with  the  Mouth  or  a  Reed,  by 
means  of  a  Rrohe  cover’d  with  Wool 
and  dip’d  flightly  in  a  Mixture  of  Rofm 
and  Turpentine,  or  an'y  thing  that  is  glu¬ 
tinous  enough  to  make  what  is  got  into 
the  Ear  ftick  to  it.  He  mentions  too 
another  Contrivance,  which,  I  think, 
V  would  be  unpardonable  in  me  to  omit ; 
It  is,  “  to  flop  up  the  Patient’s  Mouth 
“  &nd  Nojlrills,  and  then  to  make  him 
“  fneeze  ;  for  the  Retention  of  the 
“  Breath  which  is  by  this  means  Deca¬ 
ff  fioned,  will  drive  out,  he  fays,  what 
‘‘  is  contain’d  within,  i.  e.  in  the  Ear 
“  Now  the  means  by  which  this 

is  brought  about,  can  be  underllood  by 
no  one  that  is  not  thoroughly  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  StruQrure  of  this  part :  And 
it  would  feem  from  hence,  as  though 
Trallian  had  Ibme  knowledge  of  that 

PalTage 
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Paflage  which  goes  from  the  Tyr'ipamm 
to  the  Palate^  which  is  faid  to  have  been 
firft  difcover’d  by  Euftachiusj  and  from 
th  ence  call’d  the  Tula  Eu^achiana, 
That  the  Tympanum  has  fuch  a  Perforati¬ 
on,  is  plain  from  the  Paflage  of  Wind 
thj'ougli  the  Ears,  when  Ulcers  affefl:  the 
Tulate,  and  fo  deny  it  a  Vent  at  the  Nofe-, 
as  likewife  from  Smoke  being  forc’d  that 
way,  as  I  myfelf  have  feen  in  one,  who 
could,  by  holding  his  Breath,  drive  the 
Smoke  through  his  Ears  in  a  very  confi- 
derable  Quantity.  This  PaflTage  is  very 
'  fmall,  and  runs  obliquely  from  the  Tynu 
fanum  to  the  Mouth,  into  which  it  opens 
■near  the  Uvula.  Its  Beginning  is  nar¬ 
row  and  bony,  its  middle  cartilaginous, 
and  its  extremity  membranous,  being 
open’d  and  fhut  by  means  of  fome  Muf-> 
cular  Fibres.  Thofe  that  have  a  mind  ' 
to  fee  more  concerning  it,  may  confult 
the  excellent  Valfalva  de  Jure  Humana^ 
cap.  2.  where  they  will  find  it  accurately 
defcrib’d.  When  the  Patient  fneezes, 
and  his  Mouth  and  Nojlrills  are .  ftop’d 
up,  the  Air  which  by  that  convulfive 
Motion  is  fiiook  out  of  the  Lungs  with 
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great  violence,  being  denied  Vent  at  its 
ufual  PalTages,  will  be  forc’d  out,  qul 
data,  Port  ay  and  fo,  by  the  violence  of 
its  Motion,  will  overcome  the  Refiftance 
of  the  Mufcidlar  Fibres  which  fhut  the 
Paflage  we  have  been  defcribing,  and 
rufhing  through  the  Earsy  will  drive  out 
any  little  Body  it  happens  to  meet  with 
in  its  way.  Hence,  by  the  bye,  we  may 
fee  the  reaibn  why  People  that  are  thick 
of  hearingy  are  thought  to  receive  bene¬ 
fit  by  opening  their  Mouthsy  which  in¬ 
deed  moft  People  are  obferv’d  to  do, 
when  they  liften  to  any  thing  with  more 
than  ordinary  Attention  ;  and  why, 
when  this  Paffage  to  the  Palate  is  by 
any  means  obftrufted;  as  in  a  Coldy  the 
Senfeof  becomes  dull;  as  like- 

wife  why  we  experience  an  obfcure 
Nolle  in  our  Earsy  upon  holding  our 
Breath  violently,  and  Strainingy  which 
is  occafion’d  by  the  Air’s  being  forc’d 
by  this  PalTage  into  the  internal  £^r, 
and  there  beating  againft  the  Tymganmiu 
Laftly,  we  may  from  hence  alfo  Account 
for  two  very  remarkable  Cafes  which 
the  above-mention’d  Valfalva  gives  us 
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(j  )  ;  the  firH:  of  a  Nobleman^  who  grew 
deaf  by  a  Polypus  in  his  Nofe^  which 
extended  itfelf  as  far  as  the  Uvula  ;  the 
iecond  of  a  Countryman^  who,  having 
an  Ulcer  on  the  left  Side  of  his  Mouthy 
a  little  above  thtUvula^  which  corroded 
the  Part  fo  much,  that  the  Cavity  of 
the  Ulcer  communicated  with  the  Extre¬ 
mity  of  the  Etiftachian  Tube^  loft  the 
Senfe  of  Hearing  in  his  left  Ear,  as  often, 
and  as  long  as  the  Ulcer  was  ftopt  with 
SiTent,  but  recover’d  it  again  whenever 
th^Tent  was  taken  out.  But  to  proceed; 
whether  it  be  allow^ed  that  Trallian  had 
any  Notion  of  this  Paffage  or  not,  I 
think  what  I  have  here  obferved,  may 
at  leaft  be  efteem’d  a  Demonftration  of 
the  excellency  of  .his  PraBice  :  for  that 
Praftice  muft  certainly  be  reckon’d  very 
extraordinary  in  any  of  the  Ancients^ 
which,  inftead  of  being  contradicted^  is 
firengthned  and  confirmed  by  modern  Dif? 
coveries.

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I  N  Pains  of  the  Ears  arifing  from  a 
Defluxion  or  Catarrh  (^),  he  would  not 
have  us  be  too  free  with  Topical  Appli¬ 
cations,  becaufe  they  do  a  deal  of  hurt, 
and  caufe  the  Humours  to  flow  in  greater 
plenty  to  the  Parc  affefted.  Wherefore 
he  rather  advifes  Bathhg  and  proper 
Evacuatio7tSy  as  Capping  on  the  Occiput^ 
efpecially  if  the  Patient  complains  of  a 
Weight  there,  or  has  a  rednefsand  fluflh^ 
ing  in  his  Face.  But  if  on  the  contrary 
there  be  none  of  thefe  Complaints,  and 
the  Defluxion  be  fuppos’d  to  arife  from 
thin^  (harp  Humours,  he  orders  an  in- 
craflating  Diet,  and  gentle  Narcoticks^ 
as  Diacodium^  which  of  all  other  Medi¬ 
cines,  he  fays,  has  a  power  of  correfl:- 
ing  [fjarp  Humours,  and  rendering  them 
left  ccrrofive.  And  indeed  we  don’t 
know  to  this  day,  a  better  Remedy  for 
fuch  an  Intention.

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nution  of  the  Patient’s  Strength,  he  or-' 
ders  the  Difcharge  to  be  ftop’d  with 
proper  Sty^ticks-  But  if  on  the  Con- 
trary  it  be  critical  or  fymptomaticaly  he 
advifes  us  not  to  refill  it,  becaule  it  may 
prove  faJutary ;  which  is  a  good  Cau¬ 
tion,  and  worthy  to  be  obferv’d  in  all 
Haemorrhages  whatever. 

I T  is  remarkable  that  he  begins  the 
Cure  of  Deafnef  s  (h),  with  Cathartich^ 
and  thofe  too  of  the  ftronger  Sort.  Af¬ 
ter  Purges  he  orders  Jpophlegmatifms,  as 
likewife  Errhines  and  Sternutatories; 
and,  if  it  does  not  give  way  to  this,  the 
rougher  Kinds  of  Vomits,  Leeches,  Sina- 
pifms  and  Chafings  of  the  Skin,  together 
with  Exercife,  as  Riding,  particularly  in 
a  Chariot.  He  recommends  Bathing  too, 
and,  what  is  well  worthy  Obfervation, 
**  walking  the  Body  in  Sea-Water  fc^  • 
Now  if  this  Difeafe  be  fuppos’d  to  arife, 
according  to  the  bell  Account  we  have

tory  Nerves^  or  other  parts  of  the  Ear, 
which  hinder  them  from  performing  the 
Offices  and  Vibrations  requifite  to  Hear¬ 
ing;  I  cannot  fee  what  Praflice  can 
poffibly  be  more  rational  in  fuch  a  Cafe, 
than  what  is  here  deliver’d.  Stermta-- 
tories  and  Vomits^  it  is  well  known, 
have  a  great  Power  in  removing 
and  diflodging  Obftrucfions  from  any 
part  of  the  Body,  by  means  of  that 
fudden  and  convulfive  fliake  which  they 
give  to  the  whole  Frame  of  it.  And  if 
the  mofi:  obvious  Elfefts  of  Cold-Bathing 
are  owing,  as  they  certainly  are,  to  the 
great  Prelfure  of  the  Water  upon  our 
Bodies,  thefe  ends  will  doubtlefs  be  more 
effeftually  brought  about  by  the  ufe  of 
Sea-Water^  on  account  of  the  great 
Quantity  of  Salt  contain’d  in  it,  which 
cannot  but  add  much  to  the  Weight  of 
it.  For  this  reafbn  alone  it  muft  be,  as 
the  ingenious  Dr.  tells  us  (J\ 

that  Bathing  in  Sea-Water^  is  found,  of 
all  others,  to  be  the  moft  beneficial  for

I N  a  Paroiis  if  there  be  a  P/e^ 
thora^  he  advifes  Bleeding  before  the  ufe 
of  Topical  Applications ;  for  thofe,  he  . 
fays,  who  are  too  bufy  with  them,  be¬ 
fore  they  have  made  a  proper  Evacuation, 
are  oftentimes  the  caufe  of  their  Patient’s. 
Death.  After  Bleeding  indeed  he  allows 
of  the  Ufeof  them,  and  thofe  which  he 
himfelf  orders,  feem  to  be  as  proper  for 

fuch  an  Intention,  as  anv  that  can  well 

'  •* 

be  prefcrib’d.  He  feems  to  favour  Dif- 
cnfjion  rather  than  Suppuration  ;  but  if 
the  Tumour  will  not  yield  to  thcformer 
Method,  but  ftill  continues  hard  and 
painful,  we  muft  then,  he  fays,  of  ne- 
ceffity  make  ufe  of  the  latter.  Accord¬ 
ingly  he  lays  down  a  Rule  how  to  know 
when  the  Matter  begins  to  fuppurate 
or  to  be  chang’d  into  Pus ;  which  is, 
when  the  Patient  is  fuddenly  feiz’d  with 
a  shivering  and  Fever  he  had  not  before,

be  remark’d,  that  he  expreftly  forbids  all 
fuch  Medicines  as  relax^  for  thofe,  fays 
he,  who  make  ufe  of  them,  either  inter¬ 
nally  or  externally,  occafion  a  deal  of 
Mifchief  by  encreafing  the  Inflammati¬ 
on,  and  fo  endangering  the-  Patient’s 
life-  And  in  this  he  is  certainly  in  the 
right,  becaule  relaxing  Medicines  muft 
doubtlels  weaken  the  Tone  of  the  Parts 
to  which  they  are  applied,  and  the  Ve¬

Now 
there  is  not  one  word  about  opening  of 
the  Jugulars  to  be  met  with  in  Aurelian’s 
Works,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  he,  who 
is  fo  punftual  in  other  Matters,  would 
have  omitted  this,  if  Soranus  himleif 
had  ever  made  any  mention  of  it.  All 
the  Greek  Writers  in  Phyfick  that  flou- 
rilhed  before  Trallian,  (aXl  I  mean  whole 
Works  are  preferv’d  from  the  Injuries  of 
time,  and  to  argue  from  fuch  as  are  loft, 
is  ridiculous, y)  are  fdent  on  this  head  • 
and  to  him  therefore  muft  be  attributed 
the  Honour  of  being  the  firft  that^ever 
open’d  the  Jugulars,  as  the  learned  Dr. 
Friend  too  has  remark’d  (yA  Paulus. 
who,  as  we  have  prov’d,  came  after  our 
Author,  embraces  this  Pradice,  and 
recommends  it  in  an  obftinate  Lippitudo 
{rj  In  the  Days  of  Actuarius  it  feems

the  Arabians  readily  enough  came  into 
it,  ordering  it  to  be  perform’d  in  an  in¬ 
cipient  Lepra,  Quincy,  Difficulty  of  Brea¬ 
thing,  Aflhrna,  Hoarfenefs,  Impofthume  of 
the  Lungs, Dyfpne>ea,a.ad  the  Difeafes  of  the 
Spleen  and  Sides  (J.  After  their  time  it 
does  not  feem  to  have  been  had  in  much 
repute,  it  being  hardly  mention’d,  unlefs 
by  Berintcius  and  Amoldus  Vtllanovanus^ 
till  the  revival  of  Anatomy  by  Jacohus 
CarpenftSy  about  the  15th  Century,  who 
then  gave  a  pretty  full  Account  of  the 
Manner  of  performing  this  Operation^ 
From  that  time,  though  it  began  to  be 
more  and  more  efteem’d,  yet  by  what 
Accident  I  know  notj  it  was  rathet:

ed;  and  propofjng  his  Fear,  left  the 
ipiood  ftiould  not  eafily  be  ftop’d,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  Largenels  of  thefe  Veinsy 
and  their  Vicinity  to  the  great  Trunk. 
Riolams  the  Father  ,  again,  Falricius 
Hildams,  who  wrote  as  late  as  the  Year 
1614,  and  feveral  others,  whom  it 
would  be  needlefs  to  name,  ieem  to  Ipeak 
with  Diffidence  of  this  Operation,  tho’ 
modern  Experience  fufficiently  fhews 
that  there  is  no  more  reafon  to  be  appre- 
henfive  of  Danger  from  it,  than  if  per¬ 
form’d  in  the  Arm,  or  any  other  part  of 
the  Body,  Thofe  that  have  a  mind  to 
iee  what  great  Advantages  arile  front 
this  Praftice  of  opening  the  Jugulars  in 
Qnincies,  Ofthalmiesy  Tmmirs  of  the 
fjead  and  fhce,  Phrenfiesy  Afoplexiesy 
and  a  great  Number  of  other  Difeafes, 
may  confult  the  learned  Dr,  Frkndh  2d 
Comment  in  Hippoc,  where  they  will 
not  fail  of  fufficient  Information ;  it  is 
enough  for  me  to  have  given  this  Hijlo. 

rjcal 
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rkal  Account  of  it,  and  to  have  (hewn 
that  our  Author,  whom  (bme,  for  want 
of  being  better  acquainted  with,  have 
thought  a  mere  Cofyer,  is  the  firfi  that 
ever  mention’d  this  moft  excellent  Pra- 
Bice.  A  PraBice,  which  I  believe,  you 
Sir,  will  readily  agree  with  me,  to  be 
of  as  great  moment  in  fome  Cafes,  as 
any  that  has  ever  been  yet  invented. 

Treating  of  a  Collection  of 
Vifcid  Humours  in  the  Lungs  if),  he 
makes  mention  of  a  Cafe,  which  to 
him  feem’d  new  and  wonderful.  It  is 
of  a  Man  who  cough’d  up  a  Stone, 
not  a  thick  vifcid  Concretion,  fays 
he,  but  a  true  Stone  hard  and  po- 
lilhed,  and  one  that  founded  when 
let  fall  to  the  Ground.  The  Perfon  it 
feerns  had  for  a  long  while  labour’d  un¬ 
der  a  Cough,  and  was  never  free  from  it 
till  he  had  voided  the  Stone.  He  put 
him  under  ^.moijltiing  znA  refrigerating 
Regimen,  and  is  of  Opinion  that  he 
would  have  died  Confumptive,  if  he  had 
been  otherwile  treated;  as  being  much 
given  to  Care,  and  of  a  thin  and  heBical 

Habit 
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Habit  of  Body.  He  obierves  that  Galen 
(u)^  fpeaks  of  one  who  brought  up  little 
Bodies  that  refembled  Hail,  though  not 
quite  of  the  nature  of  Stones-,  and  of 
feverai  that  had  fpit  out  Matter  of  a 
Colour  tending  to  that  of  Bile.  Galen^ 
he  tells  us,  prefcrib’d  drying  and  heating 
Medicines  in  this  Cafe,  as  Mithridate, 
Theriaca,  &c.  for  which  he  very  frankly 
and  juftly  reprehends  him,  and  wonders 
that  he  fhould  not  rather  prefer  a  cooling 
Method  in  fuch  Circumftances  ;  refleft- 
ing  his  own  Obfervation  upon  him,  that 
none  of  thofe  he  had  thus  treated  were 
f avd,  hut  that  they  all  died,  though  fame 
happen'd  to  weather  it  out  longer  than 
others.  This,  he  thinks,  was  owing  to 
his  wrong  way  of  Proceeding,  and  takes 
occafion  thereupon  to  fay  that  of  Galen, 
which  Galen  once  faid  of  ArJjigenes  (x) 

“  that  it  is  dilEcult  for  human  Nature 
“  not  to  err,  and  that  he  fliouid  noc 
‘‘  have  dared  to  have  cenfur’d  fo  wife  a

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Man,  had  he  not  been  confident  that 
he  had  Truth  on  his  Side ;  in  which 
cafe  he  look’d  upon  it  as  a  Sin  to  keep 
“  filence” :  concluding  with  that  famous 
faying  of  Jriflotle,  “  Plato  is  my 
Friend,  and  lb  is  Truths  but  Truth  is 
the  greater  of  the  two”.  A  Very  dif¬ 
ferent  Franknefs  this,  from  what  fome 
of  Galen's  Admirers  have  fhewn,  who, 
as  our  learned  Countryman  obferves  (y), 
of  Majfarla,  the  Italian  ProfelTor, 
declare,  that  they  had  rather  Err  with 
him^  than  le  in  the  Right  with  any  body 
vlfe^. 

In  ‘Coughs  occafionM  by  a  fharp 
flowing  down  upon  the  Afpera 
Arterla  («^,  he  fpeaks  much  in  praife  of 
Diacodiuin^  which  is  to  this  Day  fre¬ 
quently  made  ufe  of  in  the  like  Cafe, 
with  very  good  Succefs,  as  are  likewife 
moft  Preparations  of  Opium,  He  cau¬ 
tions  us  however,  not  to  order  it  to  fuch 

ES 
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as  are  Weak,  or  who  labour  under  a. 
Load  of  recremenritious  Matter  upon 
their  Lungs^  becaufe  of  its  incrajfating 
and  thk'kning  Quality;  an  Obfervation 
which  relates  to  Opiates  in  general,  and 
which  may  be  of  great  moment  in  Pra¬ 
ctice^  if  carefully  attended  to.  It  is  ob- 
fervable  that  his  Method  of  making 
Diacodiunty  taken  from  Galen  (a\  is 
nearly  the  fame  with  that  in  the  lafl: 
Edition  of  our  London  Difpenfatory^ 
except  that  he  orders  Honey  to  be  added 
to  the  exprefs’d  Liquor  inftead  of  Sugar* 
It  has  been  a  great  Controverly  among 
Phjjical  Writers,  whether  or  no  Sugar 
was  known  to  the  Ancients,  fome  being 
of  Opinion  that  Paulus,  who  calls  it 
Sal  Indicum,  is  the  firft  that  ever  took 
any  notice  of  it,  while  others  will  have 
it  to  have  been  known  much  earlier. 
But,  not  to  enter  into  the  Controverfy.^  I 
muft  beg  leave  to  be  of  Opinion,  that 
the  Ancients  had  a  knowledge  of  it,  at 
leaft  lam  fare  they  had  of  the  Sugar- 
Cane,  and  that  long  before  Fmdus  ;  for 

\  both 
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both  Hippocrates  and  Galen  mention 
Honey  concreated  in  Canes  or  Reeds,  and 
Diofcorides,  who  livM  before  Galen^ 
exprefsly  fays,  “  that  there  is  a  certain 
fort  of  concreted  Honey ,  call’d 
or  Sugar,  found  in  India 
**  and  Arabia  Felix,  in  Reeds,  of  a  con« 
“  fiftence  like  Salt,  and  brittle  like  that 
“  between  the  Teeth’"'  (h).  Pliny  too 
remarks  “  that  Sugar  is  produc’d  in 
“  Arabia,  but  that  the  beft  grows  in 
“  India  ft).  Now  though  it  appears 
from  hence,  that  Sugar  was  aftually 
known  to  the  Ancients,  yet  it  is  proper 
to  obforve,  that  Trallian  never  fo  much 
as  mentions  it,  and  that  none  of  the 
Ancients  ever  made  any  ufe  of  it  in 

Phyfich, 
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'Phyjick,  that  Honour  being  refer v^d  for 
the  Arabians,  who,  as  Dr.  Friend  tells  us 
(id),  ‘  were  the  firfi  that  found  out  the 
‘‘  way  of  extraaing  Sugar  by  coBion, 
and  by  the  help  of  tliat  of  making 
Syrups  ,  which  two  new  AJaterials, 
as  he  ohferves,  are  of  great  Service  in 
mixing  up  compound  Medicines,  and 
are  in  leveral  Cafes  preferable  to  Ho- 

ne},  which  the  Grfe^j- were  oblig’d  to 

“  make  lb  much  ufc  of  But  to  pro¬ 
ceed  :  in  Coughs  which  owe  their  rife  to 
thick,  vifcid  Humours,  he  has  a  very 
extraordinary  Remark,  which  is,  “  that 
DrV/reaaj- are  injurious,  becaufe  they 
hinder  Fxpecf oration  ;  fof  which 

he  gives  this  reafon,  “that  the  drawing 
“  off  the  more  thin  and  ferous  part  of 
the  Blood  by  Urine,  will  render  the 
“  excrementitious  Matter  fix’d  to  the 
Lungs  thicker,  or  more  difficult  to  be 
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voided  ify\  A  Reafon  that  will 
for  ever  hold  true,  as  long  as  the  Imreafe 
of  one  Evacuation  is  found  to  be  the 
Decreafe  of  another ;  which  in  the  prc- 
fent  Conftitution  of  things  rauft  be  eter¬ 
nally  fo< 

Treating  of  a  Pleurify  (|;),  he 
Remarks  that  that  Appellation  is  not 
properly  to  be  given  to  every  Pain  in  the 
Side,  but  only  to  an  Inflammation  of  the 
Vleura,  or  Membrane  which  furrounds 
the  inflde  of  the  R/ir.’  Mt  is  known,  he 
fays,  by  an  acute  Fevers:  Difficulty  of 
Breathing,  a  fharp  pungent  Pain,  and  a 
fhort  Cough ;  which  Symptoms  too,  he 
obferves,  are  in  a  great  Meafure  common 
to  an  Inflammation  of  the  Liver ;  where¬ 
upon  he  lays  down  the  Signs  by  whiclt 
we  may  diftinguifh  one  from  the  othei  j 
and  which  whoever  reads,  will  be  fuf- 
ficiently  convinc’d  of  our  Author’s  great 

Tudsment.  He  orders  Bleeding  in  the 
•’  firli 

(f)  TS  opptoTSs  lAxoptSi'B  «  Spsf, 
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lirft  Place,  efpecially  if  there  be  a  ple¬ 
thora^  or  the  Patient  experiences  a  Pain, 
In  the  upper  Parc  of  his  Chefl,  as  about 
Che  Jugtdum  ;  but  if  there  be  no  Pleni¬ 
tude,  and  the  Pain  on  the  Contrary  bO 
perceiv’d  moft  about  the  lower  Part  of 
the  Diaphragm,  he  then  advifes  Purging, 
as  Hippocrates  does  in  the  like  Cafe.  It 
Is  oblervable  that  he  not  only  recom¬ 
mends  Purgative  Medicines  by  the 
Mouth,  but  by  way  of  Cfy/ler  too  ,  and 
though  he  (peaks  of  Scammonp  for  this 
Diforder,  which,  he  fays,  is  not  fo  heat* 
ing  as  moft  other  Catkartkh,  yet  he 
'orders  it  to  be  given  by  little  and  iittlej 
in  proportion  to  the  E  xigency  of  tlie 
Cafe :  which  is  certainly  a  very  rational 
Praftice,  becaufe  the  rougher  Cathar- 
ticks,  it  is  to  be  fear’d,  do  more  harm 
than  good,  and  it  ouglit  here  to  be  re^ 
mark’d,  chat  our  Author’s  Purgatives 
are  generally  Milder  than  thoft  of  thd 
other  Greek  Writers  in  Pbjfick,  The 
Majority  of  the  Phyficians  in’ his  Time, 
he  tells  us,  were  afraid  of  Purging  in 
this  Difcafe,  but  very  readily  came  into 
Bleeding,  as  the  (afer  and  more  warranta- 
ble  hdethod  of  the  two.  ffe  approves 

F  s  of 
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of  fcarrifpngj  as  likewife  Ctffping  tte 
pain’d  Part,  and  fays,  that  it  is  wonder* 
ful  to  oblerve  how  the  fharpeft  and  mofl 
pungent  Pains  are  by  this  means  ap¬ 
peas’d,  fa  as  not  to  ftand  in  need  of  any 
other  Affiftancc.  He  would  have  the  To* 
fical  Applications  made  ufe  of,  to  be 
difcujjive^  being  an  Enemy  to  Oxycraton 
(  which  was  frequently  uled  in  his  time 
by  way  of  Fomentation^)  or  any  thing 
elfe  that  is  fharp  and  irritating^  becaufe 
fuch  things  are  found  greatly  to  encreafe 
the  Diforder.  He  advifes  the  Patient  to 
drink  Melicraton^  which  he  affirms  to 
be  of  fpecial  Service  in  promoting  £x- 
feUloration^  a  Symptom  that  ought  al^ 
ways  to  be  carefully  attended  to  in  this 
Cafe.  But  if  notwithftanding  this,  the 
Patient  flhould  expeftorate  with  Dif* 
ficulty,  he  then  prefcribes  a  Decoffion 
of  Orice-Root  and  Liquorice,  as  likewife 
Oxjimel  boil’d  up  with  Horehound,  which 
feems  to  be  an  excellent  Remedy  for 
fuch  an  Intention.  He  difallows  of 
jyiacodium,  Phitonium,  or  any  thing  eFfe 
that  has  Opium  in  its  Compofition,  unlefs 
the  Pain  prove  very  urgent  indeed,  on 
Account  of  their  incrajjating  Quality, 

which 
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which  renders  the  Humours  more  ftub- 
born  and  difficult  to  be  fpit  up.  He 
orders  great  care  to  be  taken  of  the  Diet, 
and  would  have  the  Difeas’d  drink  plen¬ 
tifully  of  CMcken~Broth,  Ptijana  Ave^ 
nacea,  &c.  but  prohibits  the  eating  of 
Shell-Fijh,  as  yeilding  a  thick  glutinous 
Nourifhment,  and  lb  hindering  Ex- 
peCloration.  He  difapproves  too  of 
every  thing  that  is  of  a  coUqx  aflringent 
Nature,  but  allows  of  Water  warmM, 
and  confutes  fuch  as  would  make  us  be¬ 
lieve  that  Hippocrates  thought  it  genera¬ 
ted  Bile.  He  orders  it  to  be  given  with 
the  Patient’s  Food,  and  makes  feveral 
Remarks  about  the  Nature  of  Liquids, 
and  the  Advantages  of  Dilution ; 
“  which,  if  well  applied,  fays  Dr. 
“  Friend  Q)),  may  be  of  great  confe- 
“  quenceand  extent  in  Practice,  efpe- 
“  cially  in  acute  Cafes ;  and  whoever 
“  reads  carefully  Hippocrates^  Books 
“  concerning  the  Diet  in  acute  Diflem^ 
“  pers,  will  apprehend  what  great 
effcLts  Dilution  alone  may  have  in  the

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moll:  dangerous  Dileafes,  even  almoft 

•vvithput  any  help  from  Medicine^’’ 

A  Spitting  o  f  Blood  (i),  he  obferves  m 
be  one  of  the  moft  dangerous  Difternpers 
|hat  befalls  the  human  Body,  becaufe  ic 
not  only  of  itfelf  endangers  Life,  on  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  exceffive  E-vucuiztion  that 
generally  accompanies  it,  but  likewife 
becaufe  it  lays  the  Foundation  for  many 
worle  and  more  durable  Difbrders^ 
Wherefore  he  would  have  us  to  be  par¬ 
ticularly  diligent  in  our  enquiries  about 
the  Caufe  and  Nature  of  it,  and  by  na 
means  to  defer  its  Cure;Delays  being  a£-« 
tended  with  more  ill  Confequenees  in 
this,  than  in  any  other  Difeafe^  He 
lays  down  many  excellent  Rules  whereby 
to  diftinguilh  whether  it  arifes  from  a 
Rupture  of  the  Bkod-Fejfels^  from  theiy 
being  corroded  or  eaten  through  by  (harp 
Humours,  or  from  too  great  a  Dilatatiom 
of  their  Orifices ;  as  likewife  how  to 
know  from  what  particular  part  the 
^lood  is  voided,  whether  it  be  froni  the 

-  Lungs- 
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Lmgs  for  Inftance,  the  Thor^x^  or 
Parts  about  the  Mouth.  If  it  proceeds 
from  a  Rupture  in  the  Veflels,  he  begins 
the  Cure  with  Bleeding  in  the  Arn?^  or¬ 
dering  it  to  be  repeated  at  the  Diftance 
of  two  or  three  Hours^  unlefe  the  Pa¬ 
tient  be  youiig  and  his  Strength  will 
bear  it,  when  he  would  have  a  larger 
Quantity  taken  away  at  once.  It  will 
be  of  no  lefs  Service,  he  lays,  if  the 
Operation  be  perform’d  in  the  lower 
Parts  of  the  Body ;  and  Inlfances  a  Gale 
in  which,  when  he  could  not  poflibly 
raile  the  Veins  in  the  Arn?^  he  open’d 
thofe  about  the  Anhlcj  and  that  with 
much  greater  Succeft.  The  Realon  he 
gives  for  this,  is,  that  the  Drawing 
the  Matter  down  upon  the  more 
^^diftant  Parts,  caufes  a  itronger  and 
more  effedual  RevulfionAhy^ 
lays  Dr.  Friend^  as  well  exprefs’d,  and 
as  good  as  any  we  can  now  give  even 
f  fince  the  Difcovery  of  the  Circidati-

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on  (iy\  He  has  left  us  feveral  exceL 
lent  Directions  about  the  Diet:^  and  it  is 
obfervabie  that  he  lays  it  down  for  a 
Rule,  N'op  to  give  a7iy  thing  hot,  hut  that 
every  thing  on  the  contrary  he  temper atCy 
and  enclinmg  rather  to  cold  :  a  Caution 
which  may  be  of  great  ufe  in  this  Cafe, 
if  carefully  attended  to.  The  Medicines 
he  preferibes  are  well  chofe,  fuch  as  the 
Terra  Sarnia  for  Injftance,  Gum:  Trag: 
Jmjl:  Opium^  Succus  Plant ag:  Thus,  Jlu^ 
men^  AcaicUy  Pad:  Syinphit :  with  many 
others  in  ufe  for  the  fame  Diforder 
"  among  our  beft  PraCtitioners  to  tliis  very 
Day* 

I F  the  Haemorrhage  happens  from 
faarp  Humours  corroding  and  eating 
through  the  VelTels  (w),  he  adviles  us 
then  to  defift  from  the  Ufe  of  all  acid  and 
aflringeitt  Medicines,  and  to  order  rather 
fuch  as  may  caufe  an  Alteration  in  the 
Fluids,  by  fheathing  their  acrimonious 
Particles,  and  fo  rendering  them  lefs  cor- 

rofive* 
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rofive.  He  would  have  us  abftain  too 
from  Bleeding,  as  inclining  the  Patient 
to  a  Phthifis  oe  Confumption.  If  there  be 
no  Fever,  he  allows  of  Milh,  and  Gum. 
T rag.  together  with  Shell-Fi/h,  and  in 
fhort,  whatever  will  obtund  the  Acri¬ 
mony  of  the  Humours,  and  make  the 
Blood  lefs  lharp  and  thin-  A  Praftice 
which  fhews  that  he  muft  have  been 
well  acquainted  with  the  Nature  of  the 
Jlnimal  Fluids. 

Again,  if  the  Haemorrhage  arifes 
from  a  Defluxion  of  fharp  Humours  from 
the  Head  (n),  he  advifes  us  to  have  a 
particular  regard  to  that  part ;  it  being 
impollible  that  the  Dilbrder  Ihould  ceale 
unlefs  a  Stop  be  firft  put  to  ■  the  Flux 
which  occafions  it-  He  iuftly  finds  fault 
with  Galen,  for  prefcribing  nothing  but 
drying  and  heating  Medicines  in  this 
cafe,  fuch  as  the  Theriaca  and  Stercus 
Columlarum,  which,  he  fays,  will  en- 
creafe  the  Diftemper  rather  than  cure  it, 
andfeemsto  be  of  Opinion,  that  a  re- 

frigera- 
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frigerating  Method  would  be  much 
more  proper.  He  tells  us,  that  he  has 
recover’d  feveral  by  much  milder  Reme¬ 
dies,  as  the  Lapis  Haematitist  which  he 
gives  to  the  Quantity  of  4  Scruples^  or 
more,  in  the  Juice  of  Lomegranats,  or 
Polygomm,  but  advifes,  that  it  be  firft 
“  carefully  evigated,  and  rendred  as 
“  light  as  Jir  1  which  is  a  Cauti¬ 
on  that  will  hold  good  in  whatever  is 
given  inwardly,  but  particularly  in 
Powders  ;  for  doubtlefs  the  more  any 
Medicine  is  divided,  or  the  fmaller  the 
Particles  of  which  it  confifts  are,  the 
eafier  will  it  be  admitted  into  the 
Lacteals,  and  the  greater  will  the  Effefls 
produc’d  by  it  on  our  Conftitution  bc- 
He  gave  it  to  fome,  he  fays,  that  began 
to  fpit  up  Pus,  with  wonderful  Succefs  ; 
as  likewife  to  one  who  voided  little 
peices  of  Flefh  from  the  Jfpera  Jrteria, 
in  whom  it  wrought  a  Cure  contrary  to 
his  own  Expeftation.  If  it  cannot  rea¬ 
dily

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dily  be  procur’d,  he  then  orders  the 
Armena,  Terra  Sarnia^  Terra 
Lemnia,  S^c-  and  what  is  very  well 
worth  notice,  a  Medicine  prepar’d  of 
Vipers-  He  recommends  too  the  ufe  of 
fuch  things  as  vellicate  and  ftimulate 
the  Pericranium^  and  relates  a  very  re-? 
markable  Inftance  of  his  applying  an 
actual  Cautery  to  the  Head,  which  loon 
put  an  end  to  the  Complaint  and  all  its 
Symptoms,  fo  that  the  Patient  was  free 
from  them  all  his  Life  after.  This  is 
indeed  a  very  bold  and  mafculine 
Pratlice,  but  at  the  fame  time  a  very 
B-ational  one;  as  it  caulesa  Ipeedy  and 
moft  effeftual  Revulfwn.  He  advifes  the 
Patient  to  avoid  much  Walkings  violent 
Exercife.,  Anger,  Venery,  Hot,  Salt, 
Crude  and  Ftatulent  Food,  as  highly  fr., 
jurious  and  oftentimes  caufing  a  Relaple. 
Nor  does  he  think  the  lifting  of  great 
Weights,  Straining,  or  the:  Retention  of 
any  ufual  Evacuation  left  prejudicial. 
The  living  in  too  warm  a  Room,  wafh. 
ing  the  Head  in  hot  Water,  or  keeping 
it  too  dole  cover’d,  he  fays,  is  parti., 
cularly  pernicious  to  fuch  as  void  Blood 
ffQTO  ?he  NoJ' ?  Qt  bioMth%  The  rcafon  of 
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it  indeed  is  very  obvious ;  for  Heat,,  it 
is  well  known,  will  rarefy  the  Fluidsy 
and  make  them  take  up  more  room  than 
they  did  before,  on  which  account  they 
will  prefs  forceably  again  ft  the  Sides  of 
their  containing  VelTels,  and  lb  endan¬ 
ger  the  burfting  of  them,  elpecially  of 
the  Capillaries.  The  lame  may  be  faid 
of  too  much  Bathing,  Drunhnnefs,  or 
any  thing  elfe  that  induces  a  Plenitade. 
He  recommends  a  Milk-Diet,  and  fay  s, 
“  that  nothing  either  of  Medicine  or 
“  Food,  is  fo  proper  and  advantageous 
“  in  this  cafe  as  Milk  A  Proce¬ 

dure  which  argues  him  to  have  been  a 
very  skilful  Praftitioner. 

In  ^Boulinius  (y),  or  unnatural  en- 
creafe  of  Appetite,  he  relates  a  new, 
but  remarkable  cafe,  of  its  being  occa- 
lion’d  by  a  Worm.  “  I  knew  a  Woman, 
“  fays  he,  who  devoured  an  immoderate 

“  quantity 
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‘  quantity  of  Food,  and  yet  could  ne- 
“  ver  be  fatiated ;  fhe  had  an  uneafy, 
“  gnawing  Senfation  in  her  Stomach, 
“  and  a  great  Pain  in  her  Head.  She 
“  took  a  purging  Powder  of  Hiera, 
“  which  operating  with  her,  brought 
“  away  a  Worm  above  twelve  Culits 
long,  and  fo  rid  her  of  her  Com- 
“  plaints”.  Now  that  this  Dilbrder  is 
occafion’d  by  Worms,  is  what  we  often¬ 
times  meet  with  in  modern  Practice,  and 
what  therefore  Ihews  our  Author  to  have 
been  a  careful  Obferver ;  elpecially  fince 
there  appears,  as  Dr.  Friend  too  has  re¬ 
mark’d  (r)  no  hint  of  this  kind  in  any 
ol  the  other  Greek  Writers  in  Phjfick. 

I  N  an  Anorexia  (s'),  or  lols  of  Ap.’ 
petite,  he  gives  us  a  ^  Caution  about 
Vomits,  worthy  of  the  mofi:  ferious  Con- 
fideration  ;  which  is,  not  to  make 
choice  of  fuch  as  are  rough,  but  rather 
of  fuch  as  are  mild  and  gentle,  as  warm 
Water,  for  which  he  gives  the  follow¬ 
ing

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ing  reafbn,  that  the  more  you  velllcati 
and  ftretch  Stomachy  the  more  you 
will  deftroy  the  Jppetite  Which 

is  an  excellent  Remark,  and  one  thag 
may  be  of  great  ufe,  if  carefully  ob^ 
ferved^  not  only  in  this,  but  likewife  in 
all  difeafes  of  the  Stomachy  that  arift 
from  too  great  a  Laxity  of  the  Fibres 
which  conftitute  its  Coats  or  Membranes  \ 
for  the  ftronger  Emeticks  will  doubtlels 
in  this  Cafe  render  the  Tone  of  the 
Fibres  ftill  more  weak,  or,  in  other 
Words,  encreale  the  Diforder* 

The  Morbus  Cardiacks  (^),  or  what 
we  erroneoufly  call  the  Heart-burny  he 
juftly  obferves  to  be  a  Difeafe  in  the  Sto-^ 
machy  or  a  painful  Senfation  about  it^ 
upper  Orificey  which  from  the  great 
Confent  it  is  fuppos’d  to  have  with  the 
Hearty  is  by  moft  Anatomifts  term’d 
It  is  oftentimes  occafion’d,  he 

fays^ 
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fays,  by  Worms  which  corrode  the 
Mouth  of  it  to  that  Degree,  as  to  occa- 
fion  immoderate  Faintitigs,  and  fome- 
times  Death  itfelf.  Wherefore  he  cau¬ 
tions  us,  not  always  to  conclude,  that 
this  Diftemper  is  produc’d  by  vitious  ' 
Htimours,  but  to  enquire  at  the  fame 
time,  whether  there  be  no  figns  of 
Worms ;  which  is  a  curious  Obfervation. 
Nor  will  it  appear  ftrange  to  fuch  as  are 
skill’d  in  theStruffure  ofthe  HmtanBody^ 
that  fo  feemingly  flight  a  Caufe,  as  the 
eorrojton  of  the  upper  Orifce  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  fhould  fometimes  end  in  Deaths 
when  they  reflefl:  on  the  very  confidera- 
ble  number  of  Nerves  with  which  it  is 
furnifhed  from  the  Par  Vagum,  or  Eighth 
Pair,  and  which  render  the  Mouth  of 
the  Stomach  fo  exquifitely  fenfible,  that 
no  left  a  Man  than  Van  Helmont  was 
therefore  of  Opinion  that  the  Soul  kept 
its  chief  refidence  there. 

In  a  Vcmiiting,  and  Naufea  {x),  if 
the  Matter  brought  up  come  from  the 

Stomach 
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Stomach  itfelf,  which  we  may  know  he 
fays,  by  the  Reachings  being  frequent, 
and  without  any  notable  interval  be¬ 
tween  them,  he  advifes  us  to  vomit  and 
VurgCy  but  it  is  obfervable  that  he  would 
have  it  done  with  the  mildeft  Remedies, 
as  the  Cremor  Ptifanae^  and  Eucraton^ 
or  warm  Water.  If  the  ejeifted  Matter 
on  the  contrary  do  not  flow  originally 
from  the  Stomachy  but  from  fome  other 
part,  as  is  evident  from  the  Vomitings 
happening  but  feldom,  and  at  fome  con- 
fiderable  Diftance  of  time  from  each 
other,  he  then  preferibes  Bleeding ;  which 
by  caufing  a  Revnlfion  and  Diminution 
of  the  Fluids  in  general,  and  fo  hindring 
them  from  being  lecreted  in  the  Parts 
adjacent  to  the  Stomachy  in  fb  great  a 
Quantity  as  before,  is  without  doubt  a 
very  rational  Method; 

A  Singultus  or  Hiccough  (7),  if  it  be 
Symftomaticaiy  as  in  a  Fever y  Djfenteyjy 
or  any  large  evacuation,  he  pronounces 
it  to  be  attended  with  danger.  He  or¬ 
ders 
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ders  Bke  ling  unlefs  tli.*  Strength  forbid 
it,  3S  likevvile  ^tsTHut utoYztis^  external 
Applications  of  Co/foy^  Sfyyax  and 
Maflich  ro  the  Stomachy  immergn.g  the 
Hands  in  Hot-water,  fafining  Ue,a:ures 
on  the  Extremities,  and  holding" of  the 
Breath,  wh.ich  laft,  though  it  may  per¬ 
haps  to  I'ome  appear  trifling,  has  often¬ 
times  been  found  of  Angular  fervice  in 
this  cafe.  He  prohibits  the  ufe  of  Wme 
and  deferibes  an  Oxymel,  with  which  he 
has  cur  d  feveral,  he  fays,  that  have  been 
aiBi£fed  with  the  Hiccovgh  to  that  de¬ 
gree,  as  to  be  almofl:  /hook  out  of  their 
Beds  hy  the  Violence  of  it.  He  obferves 
that  it  has  been  cur’d  too  by  drinking 
of  Cold  Water,  which  yet  he  absolutely 
forbids,  or  indeed  any  tiling  elfe  that  is 
Cold,  in  cale  of  an  InjJammafion  •  and 
it  is  remarkable,  that  he  will  not  allow 
ot  Purging  (*),  which  by  ffimulating 
and  vellicating  the  Fibres  of  which  the 
Coats  of  the  Stomach  and  G'  ts  conAff, 
andbringing  them  into  frequent  twitches 


and 
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and  ffafms,  would  probably  encreafe  the 
Diforder,  which  is  in  itfelf  nothing 
more  than  a  convtdfive  Motion  of  the 
Stomach.  The  feme  may  with  a  good 
deal  of  reafon  be  applied  tp  Vomits, 
which  fome  are  fo  fond  of,  but  which, 
I  fear,  unlefs  very  skilfully  order’d, 
oftentimes  do  more  harm  than  good, 
erpecially  as  they  endanger  in  this  cafe 
the  Strangling  of  the  Patient,  of  which 
I  myfelf  remember  to  have  heard  of  a 
deplorable  Inftance.  . 

I  n  a  Cholera  («),  or  immoderate 
Difcharge  of  a  yellow  ‘bilious  Matter, 
both  upwards  and  downwards,  he  ad- 
vifes  us  to  be  as  expeditious  in  the  Cure 
as  polTtble,  becaufe  Delays  are  dangerous 
in  all  acute  Cafes,  but  in  this  efpecially, 
in  which  the  leaft  lofs  of  Time  will 
fometimes  lay  the  Foundation  for  a 
Tabes  or  Confumpion  ;  fo  excellent  is 

that  advice  of  the  Poet,

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He  will  not  allow  the  word  to  hi 
deriv’d  trom  Bdis^  becaule  it  is  oc^ 
icafion’d  by  an  excefs  of  RHe^  but  becaufe 
the  Mal'Cer  evacuated,  conies  from  the  hf^ 
teftines,  which  '  the  Ancients  call’d 
as  he  proves  by  the  following 
Connotation  from  Hofyier^ 

p^ActS^s  *  i.  e.  fufa  humi  erant  Inteflina,^ 
from  whence  he  fays,  this  Difeafe  ob^ 
tain  d  its  Appel !atK)nik  But  whether 
this  Opinion  be  right  or  not,  it  is,  I  tiling 
hardly  worth  contending;  If  it  be  oc-^ 
cafion’d  by  a  load  of  unconcoiled  F6od^ 
and  attended  with  a  ISaufea^  he  advifes 
an  Emetich^  either  of  Muje  or  warni 
Watery  which^  he  fays,  will  produced 
double  Advantage,  and  work  by  Stool 
as  well  as  JXomit*  And  indeed  it  is  ob« 
lervabiC  that  all  l^omits  will  operate 
downwards,  the  only  difference  betweext 
a  Vomit  and  a  Purge  lying  in  this,  that 
the  Former  is  ftronger  chan  the  Latter^ 
i.  e.  an  Emetick  confills  of  fuch  Particles 
as  are  ftrong  enough  to  veliicate  tiie 
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fibres  of  the  Stomach  as  foon  as  they 
come  into  contaft  with  them,  while  a 
Cathartkk  paffes  thiough  it  without  be¬ 
ing  able  to  produce  any  notable  eflFeft, 
till  it  comes  into  the  IntefUnes,  Hence 
we  may  fee  the  realbn  why  an  ovevdos^d 
Cathartkk  always  a£ts  as  a  Vomit,  and 
why  a  diluted  Vomit  goes  of  by  Stool. 
But  to  proceed ;  he  condemns  the  Fepnes 
as  productive  of  this  Diftemper,  and 
fays  that  their  dried  Seed,  given  to  the 
Quantity  of  two  Scruples,  will  vomit; 
which  is  an  Obfervation  that  neither 
Diofcorides  nor  Pliny  take  any  notice  of. 
The  former  tells  us,  “  that  a  Drachm 
“  of  the  Root  dried  and  drank  in  Hydro- 
“  mel,  will  caufe  vomiting  ( Z)”.  Pliny 
too  mentions  the  vomitive  Faculty  of 
the  Husk  or  Bark  (r);  and  though 
jEtius,  who  treats  largely  on  the  Ma¬ 
teria  Medica,  obferves,  “  that  the 

“  Pepones 
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“  P?’>ones  generate  bad  juices  in  the 
■“  Body,  efpecially  if  not  perfcftly  di- 
gefted,  and  that  they  are  apt  to  give 
“  People  the  Cholera  (d)'^ ;  yet  none  of 
them  take  any  notice  of  the  Emetki  Qua¬ 
lity  of  the  Seed.  Paulus  indeed,  fpeak- 
ing  of  the  milder  forts  of  Emetkh,  ob- 
ferves,  “  that  the  Seed  of  both  the  Pefo 
and  Cticumer  bruis’d  and  given  with 
“  Honey  will  anfwer  that  Intention 
;  but  then,  as  we  have  prov’d,  he 
flourifh’d  after  Trallian,  and  fo  might 
probably  borrow  the  Hint  from  him. 
This  I  have  mention’d  the  rather,  be- 
caufe  it  fhews  that  our  Author  has  not 
copied  this  Obfervation  from  any  other 
Writer,  but  was  beholden  to  his  own 
experience  for  it.  If  the  Vomitings 

G  j  Ihould 
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fhouldbeot  long  continuance,  he  preft 
cribes  a  Pecoftton  of  Mint^  which,  he 
fays,  is  grateful  to  the  Stomachy  and 
particularly  good  againft  this  Diforder®, 
But  if  the  Strength  be  very  much  decay-' 
ed,  and  and  DeU(fp:uivis  come 

on,  he  then  advifes  Wine  to  be  mix'd 
with  the  Dc-oflion  ;  telling  us,  that  i| 
recruits  loft  Strength  beyond  any  thing,^, 
and  that  he,  has,  known  feveral  reeoverj^^ 
eor.trary  to  all  expeftation ,  by-  the  foie 
ufe  of  it.  It  is  well  worth  r’enaarking 
here,  with  the  learned  T>r^  Friend  (f)^ 
|hat  he  has  in  moft  Pifteropers  a.  feparate 
Article  concerning  Wine^  and  f  much, 
doubt  whether  there  be  in  SLll  Nature^  ^ 
iriore  excellent  Medicine  than  this,  iq, 
the  Hands  of  a  skiUM  and  judfoiom 
fra^itiqmu

''  Ik  an  Inflammation,  of  the  Eiv€V>- 
he  is  very  exa^I  in  diftioguifhing 
whether  it  be  feated  in  the  Suhjt(tnce  of 
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as  likewife  whether  t\iQ gillous^  or  con-- 
cave  Part,  or  both  of  them  be  affefted. 
He  begins  the  Cure  with  Bleeding  in  the 
Axillary  Vein^  rightly  obferving^  that 
the  negled  of  a  proper  Evacuation^  is 
oftentimes  the  occafion  of  much  Mif- 
chief  For  either  the  Matter,  fays  he, 
degenerates  into  Pus^  by  the  too  hafty 
and  injudicious  application  of  Medicines, 
or  the  Inflammation  turns  fcirrhous^  and 
fo  incapable  of  being  difcufs’d.  Where¬ 
fore  he  wifely  cautions  us  of  all  things 
to  avoid  the  ufe  of  Topical  Remedies, 
before  the  Body  has  been  fufficiently 
evacuated.  He  advifes  that  the  Diet  be 
very  mild,  and  free  from  every  thing, 
fharp  or ‘irritating,  which  he  thinks 
highly  injurious  to  any  Inflammation, 
efpecially  in  the  Beginning  of  it;  fince 
it  will  only  caufe  a  greater  Flux  of  Hu^ 
mours  to  the  Parts  alfeded,  and  fo  en- 
creafc  the  Difeafe.  He  prohibits  fweet 
things,  together  with  luch  as  are  any 
ways  aflringent^  becaufe  they  contraft 
the  Swelling,  and  fo  render  ft  more  dif¬ 
ficult  to  be  difcus’d.  Upon  thefe  Prin¬ 
ciples  he  goes  on  to  forbid  the  ufe  of 
f  omegranatsy  or  any  thing  [harp  and 
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acid^  as  likewife  Wine^  which  he  juftly 
condemns  as  inflammatory  :  And  ic  is  re¬ 
markable,  ihat  when  Signs  ot  ConioBion 
appear,  he  prefcribes  T)irreticks^  as  the 
Roots  and  Seeds  of  SmaUayte^  for  which 
he  gives  this  excellent  Reafon  ;  “  that 
the  drawing  oiY  the  Peccant  Metier 
by  Urine^  will  caufe  the  Tumour  to 
decreafe  (/^/’:  which  is  a  vaft  reach 
of  Thought,  and  much  above  the  Age 
in  which  he  flouriflied. 

Tr£ating  of  a  Weaknels  of  the 
Liver^  and  a  Dyfentery  f/),  he  makes 
mention  of  the  Rhalarlanim^  or  Rhu^ 
larb  (k)^  and  feertis  to  be  the/r/  Writer 
upon  Record,  that  takes  notice  of  it. 
It  has  been  a  great  Difpute  among  Phy^ 
pcd  Writers,  whether  or  no  the  Rha 
Vonticum  of  the  Ancients^  be  the  Rha 

Rarharum 
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Barharum  of  the  Moderns ;  but  after  all 
that  has  been  ('aid  on  both  Tides  of  the 
Qiieftion,  I  cannot  but  be  of  Opinion 
that  it  is  not;  for  they  fpeak  of  it  as  an 
Jflringent  only,  without  any  mention 
of  the  purgative  Qiiality  which  the 
Rhabarbarum  is  To  well  known  to 
abound  with,  and  which  they  would 
fcarcely  have  omitted,  had  they  known 
it.  Diofeorides  for  Inlfance,  after  a 
detail  of  its  Vertues,  concludes,  “  that 
“  its  chief  Quality  is  aflringent^  with 
“  a  moderate  d  gree  of  Heat  0)”- 
Kor  has  ?ltn<i,  (who  deferibes  it  under 
the  Title  of  Rbacoma  {ni\  )  Galen  or 
JE-tius^  given  us  the  leaft  hint  of  its 
being  cathartich*  The  rirabiansy  (ays 
Dr.  Friend,  (»),  confound  this  Root 
with  the  Rha  Ponticum,  and  aferibe  the 
Vertues,  which  the  Avcients  h.  ve  ob- 
ferv’d  in  this  latter,  to  what  is  pro- 
properly  the  Rhabarbarum.

notice  of  the  'Catharticl  Quality  ol:  the 
Rheum,  as  Dr.  Friend  obferves  Q),  and 
as  Gerard  has  observ’d  before  him  Q), 
is  Paulus,  who  ceils  us  how  toencre.fe 
the  cathartick  Faculty  of  Turpentine  by 
adding  a  little  Rheum  to  it  (y).  The 
Ancient  Greels  call’d  this  Root  Rha,  or 
Rheon,  .trom  the  River  Rha,  which 
empties  itfelf  into  the  Euxine  Sea,  on 
whofe  Ranh  it  is  faid  to  grow  in  great 
plenty.  Others  again,  becaufe  it  grows 
about  Pontus,  have  given  the  Appellation 
of  ptov  TToriMor,  from  whence  comes  the 
Latin  word  Rha  Ponticum.

Venice^  and  lb  on  to  ail  parts  of  Europe^ 
Now,  from  what  has  been  here  faid, 
we  may  learn,  that  the  Aralians  were 
not  the  firft  that  mention’d  Rbularh^ 
as  Lff  derc  fuppofes ;  and  that  Pan- 
fe.f,  who  only  fpeaks  of  the  Rba^  is  not 
fi|hcly  (juoted  by  Mma^us^  as  the  firft

H  E  obierves  from  Fhihmemis^  that 
a  Tkx  of  the  Belly  (t),  requires  much 
care  and  diligence  to  be  rightly  ma¬ 
naged  ;  becaufe  it  oftentimes  happens  in 
Fevers,  through  Nature’s  endeavour  to 
difcharge  the  Body  of  a  Load  of  noxious 
Humours,  and  therefore  proves  falutary. 
In  this  cafe  he  advifes  us  to  encourage 
rather  than  flop  it,  which,  as  it  is  criti¬ 
cal,  would  be  attended  with  dangerous 
Confequences.  But  if  on  the  contrary, 
it  Ihould  continue  fo  long  as  to  weaken 
the  Patient,  and  confume  his  Strength, 
he  would  then  have  it  be  ftop’d  with  all 
proper  Expedition,  which  is  an  excellent 
Method  of  Praftice,  and  one  that  may 
ferve  us  as  a  Rule  to  proceed  by  in  all 
Evacuations  incident  to  the  Human 

Body.

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Body.  In  cafe  there  be  no  fever ^  he  re¬ 
commends  Milk,  in  which  heated  fei^ 
Iks^  or  hot  Irons  have  been  quench’d, 
which  as  experience  teaches,  will  leave 
a  great  Stypticity  behind  them.

ders  afiringent  Fomentations  to  the 
Belly,  and  among  other  things,  Wool 
dip’d  in  Oyl  that  has  equal  Quantities 
of  Cummin  and  Smallage  6’eed  mix’d 
with  it,  which,  he  fays,  will  encreafe 
the  urinary  Secretion,  and  fo  leflcn  the

The  Medicines  he  recommends 
feera  to  be  well  chofe  to  anfwer  their 
Intentions,  and  what  we  frequently 
make  ule  of  to  this  Day,  as  Corn^  Cenu 
TJjh  for  Inftance,  Gum.  Tragacanth.  La- 
danunty  Terra  Sarnia,  Terra  Letmia 
Acacia,  Hypociftis,  'Balaufiia,  Succus  8c 
Sem.  Plantag.Thusy  Jmylum,  Fol.  Rofar. 
CoraHium,  Succimm,  Crocks,  Gallae,  Sem, 
Papav.  Jlh.  Daucus  Creticus,  Gum.  Sty- 
rax,  and  leveral  others  which  he  mixes 
up  together  in  Quantities  proportionate 
to  the  Exigency  of  the  Cafe. 

A  true  Dyfentery  (z),  f by  which  the 
Ancients  meant  an  Ulceration  in  the  In- 
te (lines,')  if  it  be  neglefted,  he  fays, 
will  Ibmetimes  turn  to  a  Mortification, 
and  fb  end  in  Death.  Wherefore  he  is 
very  exafl:  in  laying  down  Rules, 
whereby  we  may  know  in  what  par¬ 
ticular  part  the  Difeafe  is  feated,  as 

whether 
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whether  it  be  in  the  / 'ndl  or  thick  Guts.' 
When  the fomfr  are  afFefted,  he  would 
have  the  Cure  attempted  by  Medicines 
given  at  the  Mouth ;  but  if  the  Diforder 
lyts  in  the  latter^  as  about  the  Rectum^ 
then  to  attempt  it  by  C.ljJiers,  &c.  he 
thinks  will  be  the  moft  advantageous 
Method.  He  obferves  that  a  Load  of 
excrementitious  Matter,  is  oftentimes 
dilcharg’d  upon  the  Guts  from  other 
parts,  either  by  reafon  of  a  Coliiquation^ 
or  a  redundance  of  bad  Humours.  In 
this  cafe  he  would  have  us  be  careful 
how  we  put  a  ftop  to  the  DHcharge  be- 
caufe  it  is  Griticdy  as  may  be  guefs’d 
from  the  Patient’s  always  finding  hjm- 
felf  the  better  for  it.  If  it  be  occafion’d 
by  a  plenitude,  he  allows  of  Bleeding, 
as  likewife  Purging,  but  both  with  mo¬ 
deration,  left  they  caufe  too  great  a  loft 
of  Strength.  He  cautions  us,  not  to  be 
deceived  in  the  Matter  evacuated  from 
the  Guts,  becaufe  it  frequently  happens 
he  fays,  that  the  Mucus  which  lines  the 
infide  of  them,  is  abraded  and  worn  off 
by  the  Acrimony  of  the  Huthours  which 
paft  that  way  ;  which  being- by  the 
Vulgar  taken  for  a  cold  ptuitous  Matter, 
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,  they  accordingly  force  down  heafinf^ 
things,  which,  by  corroding  the  inner 
Coat  of  the'  Inte [tines  now'  left  bare, 
greatly  enereafe  the  Diforder.  He  orders 
Milk  in  which  hot  Irons  have  been 
quench  d,  a$  he  did  before  in  a  Diarrhoea^ 
and  fays,  “  that  Iron  has  an  ajlrhgency 
^  in  it,  which  it  will  impart  to  the 
Milky  and  lb  render  it  more  capable 
'  of  flopping  a  Fkx  (^ay\  As  for  the 
reft  of  the  Medicines  recommended  by 
him,  of  which  there  is  great  choice 
they  feem  to  be  very  well  calculated  to 
anfwer  their  feveral  Intentions,  as  any 
one  that  confults  the  Author  himidf 
will  loon  be  con  vinc’d. 

Ik  an  Inflammation  olthtSpUen  (h) 
he  begins  the -Cure  with  Bleedings  which, 
he  fays,  is  of  fingular  and  immediate 
Service  in  any  loflarrimation  of  the 
Vifceray  but  particiilarly  in  this.  If  nq- 
thing  forbid  it,  as  the  ,or  Strength

%^c.  of  the  Patient,  he  would  have  th® 
Operation  perform’d  in  the  Arm^  as  in

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wardly  he  recommends  Dec'‘£Hons  of  th« 
Marrubium,  Origanum,  Poliun,  HjJfopts;, 
Dibfamnusy  Petrol elin:  Foenic:  Spc'--  Nard: 
Sent:  Foenu:  Afti,  Anid,  Ameos,  Carda^ 
tnovti,  Antotni,  as  likewife)  Fol-  Co(li 
Alii,  Nard:  Gallic:  Menthae  Sicc:  Myrrh; 
pip:  All:  Sc  ammonium,  Theriacd,  Crocus, 
Sulph:  Fiv:  Cinnamon:  and  feveral^  other 
excellent  Medicines,  ufed  to  this  day 
for  the  fame  Diforder.  He  preferibes  an 
Emetick  too.  as  well  in  the  Fit,  as  out  of 
it ;  and  fpeaks  much  in  praife  ot  Ex^ 
ercile,  as  jValkin’^,  Piding,  Sailing, 
Chafings  of  the  Shin,  Sfc,  If  it  be  occa- 
fion’d  by  Wind,  he  orders  emollient 
Clyflers  and  Carminatives-,  and  it  is 
very  obfervable,  that  he  mentions  a 
large  Cupping~GlaJ s  to  be  applied  to  the 
Region  of  the  Navel,  which,  he  fays, 
will  diffip^te  the  Pain  with  fuch  ama^ 
zing  Expedition,  as  to  make  by  ftanders 
believe  the  Cure  has  been  perform’d  by 
Art  Magic,  or  fomcching  fupernatural.

Our 
Author  too  recommends  the  fwallowing 
of  leaden  Billets^  a  Praftice  analagous 
to  that  of  giving  'Quickfilver,  which 
Ibme  of  the  Moderns  make  ufe  of  in  the 
Jliac  Paffion ;  though  I  think  not  altoge¬ 
ther  fo  advifeable.  But  to  return  j  if 
the  Colick  be  occafion’d  by  an  hflamma- 
tion  of  the  Jnteftinesy  he  utterly  forbids 
Purgings  efpecially  in  the  Beginning  of 
the  Inflammation,  and  before  it  comes 
to  Suppuration  ;  telling  us  that  fuch  as 
are  rafli  enough  to  give  Catharticks  at 
thisJunSure,  will  occafion  much  Mit 
chief  if  not  Death  it  felf.  Which  is  a 
good  Caution,  and  one  that  ought  to  be 
carefully  obferv’d ;  for  that  known  fa¬ 
culty  which  all  Purges  are  endued  with, 
will  ftimulate  and  tellicate  the  Fiires  of 
the  Inteftines  as  ufual,  which  are  not 
now  in  a  Condition  to  bear  fuch  an 
Aftion,  and  confequently  encreafe  the 
Diforder.

Bathing,  after  proper  Evacuations ;  and 
prohibits  the  ufe  of  Wine,'  whilft  the 
I'tjlamtnation  and  Fevey  continue*  A 
-Method  in  general  that  flaews  him  to 
have  been  no  worthlefs,  but  a  very  mdF 
fious  Ppaftitioner. 

The  Gout  (c),  yyhich  the  other 
Greek  Phyftcians\  but  juft  mention,  he 
.employs  a  whole  about/  He  fays- 
■  it  had  got  fuch  an  ill  C^harafter  even  in 
his  Days,  3-s  commonly  to  be  thought 
a  Diftemper  flQt  curable  by  iny  meakal 
AiTiftance*  But  he  on  the  contrary  is 
of  Opinion,  that  it  may  be  cured  like 
other  Diftempers,  ifprop.T  care  be  takf  h 
to  enquire  itriaiy  into  the  Nature  of  it  -

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and  therefore  does  not  doubt,  but  that  if 
a  careful  Attention  be  paid  to  the  Kules 
he  lays  down,  not  only  liich  as  are  newly 
affliaed  with  it,  but  even  fuch  as  have 
labour’d  under  it  a  confiderable  time, 
may  meet  with  relief  And  the  Rules 
accordingly  both  of  Diet  and  Medicine 
which  he  prefcribes,  are,  as  a  good  Judge 
tells  us  (di),  very  exad  and  well  chofen  ; 
and  nothing,  fays  he,  can  more  fairly 
promife  Succefs,  if  we  have  but  the  Pa¬ 
tience  to  follow  them.  He  firft  orders 
proper  Evacuations  to  be  made,  parti¬ 
cularly  PuTging,  and  then  adviles  us  to 
have  a  due  regard  to  the  part  afecied, 
left  the  intolerable  Heat  and  Pain  that 
may  arile  from  its  being  neglefted,  caufe 
a  greater  Flux  of  Humours  to  be  deriv’d 
to  it.

and  by  the  frequent  Vibrations  rais’d

Bellinian  DoSrine  de  Stiraklis  (e).  Upon 
thefe  Principles  he  condemas  immode¬ 
rate  Exenife,  which,  he  lays,  will  be 
apt  to  heat  the  Joints  too  much,  and  fo 
invite  the  Humours  to  flow  down  in 
greater  plenty  upon  them ;  which  is  a 
very  judicious  Obfervation.  It  is  obfer- 
vable  that  he  has  a  Medicine  made  of 
Marfhmallows,  which  is  the  fame  w'th 
the  Unguent:  Dialthaeae  of  our  London 
Difpenfat'ry,  except  that  the  Quantity 
of  the  Ingredients  differ  a  little,  and 
that  the  London  Diftenfatory  orders  Tur- 
pentine  to  be  added  to  the  Mucilage, 
whereas  our  Author  puts  Galhanum 
inlfead  of  it,  and,  I  think,  for  the 
better  (f).  Inmoftof  his  Cathay  ticks, 
HermoaaHyls  are  a  chief  Ingredient, 
which  is  a  Medicine  the  other  Greek 
Phyficians  feem  ito  have  been  but  little 
acquainted  with.

of  the  Phyftcians  orders,  and  an  abfre* 
mious  way  of  Life,  isabfolutely  neceflary 
towards  a  Recovery.

Degree,  he  enquires  with  great  accuracy 
into  all  its  poffible  cauies,  confidering 
it  for  Inftance,  as  arifing  from  too  great 
and  fudden  Evacuations-,  from  a  Pie- 
thord'i  from  Diforders;  from 

Weahnefs,  Heat,  or  a  Colle£fion  of  cold 
pituitous  Humours  in*  the  Stomach ;  from 
exCcSivt  Heat  or  Cold-,  from  Inflamma¬ 
tions  ;  from  an  Ohflruciion  in  fome  prirr- 
cipal  part ;  from  the  opening  or  burfting 
of  an  Jhfcefs  from  Grief,  “Joy,  or 
other  Pallions  of  ths  Mind-,  from  Pain, 
as  in  the  Colich,  or  Iliac-Pajjion,  and 
laftly,  from  great  Weaknefs  or  decay  of 
Strength.  He  advifes  fprinkling  the  Pa¬ 
tient  with  Cold  Water,  rubbing  the  Pit 
of  the  Stomach,  caufing  him  to  vomit, 
cafting  Ligatures  about  the  Hands  and 
'  Feet,  Cupping,  chafing  of  the  Extremities, 
promoting  a  Stool,  applying  odoriferous 
things  to  the  Noflrills,  &c.  according  as 
the  cafe  requires.  If  it  arifes  from 
'  violent  Sweats,  he  advifes  us  to  refrige¬ 
rate  and  brace  up  the  Pores  of  the  Skin 
as  much  as  poffible ;  but  adds,  that  in 
cafe  of  a  Flux  of  the  Belly,  this  Method 
is  by  no  means  to  be  attempted,  for 
which  he  gives  this  Rcafon,  “  that  the

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Loofenefs  wiU  be  encreafed,  in  Pro- 
portion  as  the  Pores  of  the  Shn  are 
obftru£led  Which  is  an  ex¬ 

cellent  and  ufeful  Remark,  and  one  that 
argues  him  to  have  had  an  extraordinary' 
infight  into  the  Laws  of  the  Animal 
OEconomy*  The  Decreafe  of  one  Evacu¬ 
ation,  as  the  excellent  Sanciorius 
and  D\\  Pitcairn  (y)  have  proved  be« 
yond  contradi&ion,  will  always  be  the 
Encreaje  of  another,  and  i;ice  versa;  and 
_this  is  the  reafon  why  we  frequently 
experience  a  Loofenejs,  when  the  Body 
has  been  too  much  expos’d  to  the  incle-

And  that  it  was  tl« 
genuine  Work  of  'TralUan^  he  proves, 
not  only  from  the  Antiquity  of  the  Ma¬ 
nufcript  from  whence  he  tranfcrib’d  ic^ 
and  the  Manner  and  Stile  in  which  it 
was  wrote,  but  likewife  from  the  Au¬ 
thority  of  the  Aralian  Phyficians,  who 
quote  ieveral  things  contain’d  only  in 
this  EpifUe^  in  the  fame  Manner  that 
they  ufually  do  other  parts  ot  his  Wri¬ 
tings,  and  thereby  plainly  acknowledge 
it  to  hi:Trallian\  own  produftion  («).

T  H  o’  Ti-allian  does  not  treat  of  Sur- 
moft  of  the  other  Greek  Writers^' 
in  Phyftck  have  done,  yet  he  intended  if, 
as  plainly  appears  from  the  loth  Chap¬ 
ter  of  his  firft  Book ;  where,  fpeaking-^ 
of  t\\tCefhalnlgia  arifing  from  Contufi- 
fions,  and  accompanied  with  Ulcers  and 
Inflammations,  “  he  promiles  to  treat  ' 
more  fully  of  it,  when  he  Ihould  come 
^  to  Ipeak  of  Wounds  the  Head  and 
other  parts  (i/’.  In  the  14th  Chap¬ 
ter  again  of  the  fame  -Book  fpeaking  of 
Lethargic  Diforders,  he  fays,  that  lie  ' 
^  will  put  off  the  further  mention  of 
them  till  he  comes  to  treat  of  Fractures 
ff)”.  This  it  is  plain  was  his  defign 
but  whether  he  ever  liv’d  to  finifli  it 
may  I  think  juftly  be  queftion’d  ?  efpe- 
ciaiiy  lince,  as  we  luve  more  than  once 

ob- 
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obferv’d,  he  compiled  thofe  very  Books 
in  which  he  makes  thefe  promifes  in  an 
extream  old  Age,  when  he  was  no  longer 
able  to  bear  application.  Had  he  liv’d 
to  put  it  in  execution,  there  is  no  doubt 
but  it  would  have'  been  acceptable,  for 
Sunery  was  both  extraordinary  well  un- 
derftood  and  pradis’d  in  thofe  early 
times,  as  fufficiently  appears  from  the 
Writings  of  Pauhs,  who  flourifhed  but 
a-  few  Years  after  Trallian,  and  whole 
Works  are  fo  defervedly  famous,  that 
Tabriciws  ah  Jquapendente,  one  ol  the 
beft  CMrurgic  Writers  now  extant,  has 
thought  fit  to  tranfcribe  him  in  an 
infinite  number  of  places.  Indeed  the 
Dodrine  of  Paulus,  together  with  that 
of  Celfus  and  Alhucafis,  make  up  the 
whole  Text  of  this  Author.  His  Infe¬ 
rences  and  Obfervations  as  our  learned 
Countryman  has  wellobferv’d'(/),confift 
chiefly  in  explaining  thefe  two  Writers :

It  muft  be  granted,  that 
fcMne  by  their  Credulity  and  Superftition 
are  apt  to  attribute  more  to  thefe  out¬ 
ward  Remedies  than  they  defert^e ; '  but 
then  on  the  other  Hand  it  is  equally  ceiv 
tain,  from  undoubted  Experience,  that 
many  furprifing  Effefts  have  been  found

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Thus  it  is  well  known,  that  Agues  have 
been  cured  by  the  Pericardia,  or  Medi-4 
cines  applied  to  the  iVrifis^  without  any, 
other  AlTiftance,  and  fometimes  indeed 
when  O'ther  things,  have  been  tried  in' 
vain.  It  has  been  experienc’d  likewife 
that  the  Supplautalia  or  Remedies  ap¬ 
plied,  to  the,  Soles  of  the  Feet,  have 
greatly  conduc’d  to  the  Removal  of  Dif* 
eafes  in  the  Head;  and  that  thePedilavia 
have  caus’d  Sleep,  ( which  they  do 
chiefly  by  their  relaxing  and  moiflning 
Qualities,  whereby  that  Tenfion  and 
StitFnels  of  the  Fibres  which  occafion’d 
the  want  of  Reft  is  taken  off,)  when 
Opiates  given  inwardly  have  prov’d 
ineffeftual.  It  has  been  found  again, 
that  hot  Applications  to  the  Abdomen 
have  given  great  relief,  in  the  Iliac  Pafr 
fion,  the  Colick,  Dyfentery,  Diarrhoea, 
&c.  that  Fomentations  of  Mint  and 
Wormwood,  or  proper  Plaifters  kid  to 
■  the  Region  of  the  Stomach,  have  ceas’d 
Vomitings,^  when  the  moft  approv’d  lof 
our  Antiemeticks  have  been  of  little  Ser¬ 
vice:  and  that  large  and  obftinate /«V- 
rhous  T umours  both  in  the  Liver  and 
pleen  have  been  gradually  cured  by  ex- 
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terfial  Remedies,  particularly  'Plaiflersf 
It  would  be  needlels.  to  mention'  the 
great  Advantages  that  arile  in  many  Ga¬ 
les  from  Veflcatories  judicioufly  applied  ; 
pr  from  Mercurial  Plaifters  in  Venereal 
iNodes  and  Tofhs.  The  Operation  again 
of  Quiclifdver  up  .in  the  Form  of

I  am 
not  infenfible  of  the  many  great  Im¬ 
provements  that  have  been  made  fince 
their  time,  in  almoll  all  the  Branches  of 
our  Profeffion,  but  particularly  thofe  we 
Rand  indebted  to  your  felf  for  ;  nor  am 
1  ignorant  to  which  (Ide  the  Excellence 
moft  properly  belongs.

quiry  into  the  Pretences  of  both  Par¬ 
ties  ;  and  we  have  a  very  notorious 
Inftance  in  the  Author  that  has  been 
the  fubjeft  Matter  of  the  foregoing 
Pages,  how  injurioufly  fome  of  the 
Fathers  in  our  Profeifion  have  been 
treated  :  which  I  hope  will  produce  one 
good  effeO:  at  leaf!:,  and  that  -is,  to 
deterr  others  from  pretending  to  judge 
of  their  Characters,  without  having 
firll:  acquired  a  very  intimate  Acquain¬ 
tance  with  their  Writings.
